Borough to become testing ground for pioneering measures to improve city air

HAMMERSMITH and Fulham is to 
become a testing ground for pio¬ 
neering anti-pollution measures af¬ 
ter bold new steps were unveiled 
in a bid to tackle the borough’s 
toxic-air crisis. 

The borough has been ear¬ 
marked as a “neighbourhood of the 
future” that will lead the way in 
the fight against filthy air across 
the capital. 

A series of announcements were 
made last week as London mayor 
Sadiq Khan issued his first “very 
high” pollution alert. 

They include investing hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds to 
turn Hammersmith town centre 
into a “zero emissions zone” and 
setting up innovative drainage 
schemes. 

Special air-quality audits could 
also be carried out at some of the 
borough’s most polluted schools as 
part of a plan to protect children 


from toxic fumes. There are fur¬ 
ther proposals to create new low- 
emission bus routes and reduce 
pollution on the roads. 

The measures come amid warn¬ 
ings that the borough remains 
among the worst-affected pollution 
hotspots in London. 

Shirley Rodrigues, Mr Khan’s 
deputy mayor for environment and 
energy, said the schemes would 
play a key role in cleaning up air 
in Hammersmith and Fulham - 
and could lead the way for pioneer¬ 
ing projects across the UK. 

“Tackling London’s poor air 
quality is a public-health emer¬ 
gency that requires bold action at 
all levels of government,” she said. 

“It is only by working closely 
with councils, businesses and local 
communities across London that 
we can fulfil our ambition of being 
a world leader in tackling the air- 
pollution crisis.” 

The Hammersmith town-centre 
scheme was one of six to be ap¬ 
proved by City Hall chiefs last 


week. A total of £210,000 will be 
pumped into the project, which 
also includes charging points for 
electric vehicles and sustainable 
drainage schemes. 

Low-emission bus routes have 
also been given the green light, 
with new hybrid vehicles to be on 
the roads by 2020. 

The routes will run between 
Uxbridge Road and Shepherd’s 
Bush, and Chiswick High Road and 
Kensington. 

“Our plan is to make Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham the greenest 
borough in the country,” said Cllr 
Wesley Harcourt, the authority’s 
cabinet member for environment, 
transport and residents’ services. 

“Air pollution is one of the 
biggest public-health problems we 
face. So these new low-emission 
bus zones will help us in our drive 
for a cleaner and healthier bor¬ 
ough.” 

City Hall hopes the investment 
will serve as a “springboard” for 
the borough to meet the air-pollu-

The announcements follow the 
shock revelation that dirty air 
could be contributing to the prob¬ 
lem of violent crime in London. 

London Weekly News revealed 
new scientific research last week 
that pointed to a link between air 
pollution and crimes such as mur¬ 
der, rape and assault.

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J ULIE Messenger has 
been working in and 
around the health ser¬ 
vice for the last 35 
years. In that time she 
has experienced hospi¬ 
tal wards operating close to capac¬ 
ity and nursed patients with the 
most complex conditions back to 
health. 

But today the challenges of 
working on the frontline of the 
NHS are greater than ever - and 
the mounting pressure places a 
huge weight of responsibility on 
the shoulders of doctors and 
nurses. 

“It’s such a complex organisa¬ 
tion for people to work in,” she 
says. “People are working on an 
emotional edge most of the time. 
There are a lot of emotions run¬ 
ning high but there is a deep com¬ 
mitment and compassion among 
staff.” 

Julie has been providing expert 
guidance to the team of filmmak¬ 
ers behind the BBC’s ground¬ 
breaking documentary series 
Hospital. 

The six-part series has given the 


media unprecedented behind-the- 
scenes access to the five West Lon¬ 
don hospitals within the Imperial 
College Healthcare NHS Trust. 

As an academic consultant, 
Julie’s role has been to advise the 
production team on their use of 
language and selection of footage, 
helping to ensure that what goes 
to air is truly reflective of day-to- 
day life on the wards. 

She says the series has shone a 
light not only on the financial 
pressures of the Imperial opera¬ 
tion but also on the everyday im¬ 
pact of stretched services on 
ordinary NHS workers. 

“This has been the single most 
pertinent documentary I have 
worked on that shows how indi¬ 
viduals are actually working out 
there in the health service. It’s 
true and authentic,” she says. 

“It covers the frustrations peo¬ 
ple are working under but also the 
compassion that staff have to do 
this for service users, despite in¬ 
creasingly complex and difficult 
working environments. 

“Often we see programmes that 
just scratch the surface but this re¬ 


ally gets under the surface. It 
looks at what it means to work in 
the NHS.” 

Julie now works as head of 
nursing at the Open University 
but retains close links to the 
health service, having spent most 
of the 1980s working in clinical set¬ 
tings before making the move to 
education. 

She is still in the process of re¬ 
viewing later episodes of Hospital 
that will be broadcast over the 
next few weeks, offering feedback 
and translating medical jargon. 

It has been an eye-opening pro¬ 
cess, she says, to see camera crews 
given unprecedented access to in¬ 
tensive care units, surgical the¬ 
atres, patient waiting rooms and 
even board meetings to lay bare 
the pressures facing bosses at 
some of London’s biggest hospi¬ 
tals. 

Among the major issues the se¬ 
ries has uncovered is the desper¬ 
ate shortage of beds and the 
impossible decisions experts are 
forced to make when prioritising 
patients. 

“It is a massive infrastructure 
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job simply to manage beds and the 
through-put of patients,” Julie ex¬ 
plains. 

“In the show you see what are al¬ 
most like war rooms being set up 
to try to cope with it. 

“There are consultants talking 
about the amount of time they are 
having to spend on bed manage¬ 
ment rather than clinical care - 
and there’s no easy answer for 
that.” 

Imperial is home to many of the 
world’s leading experts in the med¬ 
ical field, and it therefore faces the 
challenge of coping with specialist 
trauma cases arriving from out¬ 
side London. 

But the grinding backlog caused 
by the slow discharge of patients to 
other services has pushed the op¬ 
eration almost to breaking point. 

“One of the surgeons in the pro¬ 
gramme talks about the elastic of 
the hospital being stretched and 
stretched,” Julie says. “But there is 
only so far that it can stretch. 

“We know there are difficulties 
with out-of-hours provision. We 
know there is poor referral 
through to social care and that peo¬ 
ple with long-term complex condi¬ 
tions require highly specialised 
beds. 

“It’s all tied into increasing pub¬ 
lic expectations that they will have 
care that is leading-edge and push¬ 
ing boundaries.” 

Julie has known both sides of 
the patient-doctor dynamic having 
spent five years in and out of hos¬ 
pital arranging care for her hus¬ 
band, who died 18 months ago. 

She says the programme has 
highlighted the best of the NHS in 
extremely testing times. 

“These are people with enor¬ 
mous resolve and resilience, and 
unfortunately it’s the norm for peo¬ 
ple to be working under this level 
of stress and pressure now. 

“It is so important that we keep 
these issues in the sphere of public 
debate.”

this year and the final plan is 
due to be adopted in 2019.” 

But for some venues the life¬ 
line could come too late - for 
the government is poised to 
jack up business rates in April 
which could cosh the clubs. 
And the mayor’s office admits 
it is worried by the threat of 
new rates that could run to 
rises of tens of thousands of 
pounds. 

“The government is review¬ 
ing business rates. They are 
likely to increase for many 
businesses in the coming 
months. This is of concern to 
businesses across London. It 
could put a number of grass¬ 
roots music venues at risk, es¬ 
pecially those in the centre,” 
said the mayor’s office. 

“Our research shows grass¬ 
roots music venues bring 
£92 million to London’s econ¬ 
omy every year. They also sup¬ 
port 2,260 jobs. On average, 
each venue spends some 
£500,000 on developing and 
showcasing new and emerging 
talent. London’s grassroots 
venues pay around £2.8 million 
in business rates each year.” 

Because of the importance of 
the small clubs to the economy, 
Mr Khan is now calling on the 
government to slash rates to 
protect the venues. 

“If business rates were cut it 
would be a big boost to venues. 
It would allow them to invest 
in upgrading outdated infras¬ 
tructure. It would mean they 
could give customers a better 
experience and it could help 
stabilise their businesses. 
We’re now looking at the costs 
and benefits of a business-rates 
discount for London’s grass¬ 
roots venues and will report 
later this year,” said the 
mayor’s office. 

Fears of the repercussions of 
a rates hike have been echoed 
by the Music Venues Trust, 
which first warned of the dan¬ 
ger in a 2015 report. 

The trust said: “Broadly 
speaking, when the rental value 
of a property rises, the business 
rates also go up. A small Cen¬ 
tral London venue may be pay¬ 
ing tens of thousands of pounds 
per year in business rates. Our 


research shows that very few 
receive any business-rates re¬ 
lief. Such high core costs mean 
that venues are economically 
unviable without financial sup¬ 
port. 

“The 100 Club on Oxford 
Street now pays around £50,000 
per year in business rates on 
top of £180,000 in rent and ser¬ 
vice charges. 

“Changes to business rates 
are made every few years by 
the Valuation Office Agency. In 
some areas of the capital, Lon¬ 
don is anticipating a further 
rise in business rates when new 
rateable value assessments 
come into place in 2017. For The 
100 Club this could result in 
their business rates almost dou¬ 
bling.” 

The government is also un¬ 
der pressure from the House of 
Lords to give the clubs a break. 
A report published by the 
Lords’ Grand Committee in De¬ 
cember warned: “A growth in 
demand for property has led to 
increasing rents and landlords 
deciding to sell property and 
land to developers. This has 
placed rising financial burdens 
on pre-existing operators of 
grassroots music venues. 

“Increased rental values lead 
to business rates going up. Very 
few venues receive any busi¬ 
ness-rate relief, making them 
economically unviable without 
financial support. This is par¬ 
ticularly acute in Central Lon¬ 
don where rates can cost tens 
of thousands of pounds. 

“The government should of¬ 
fer full relief from business 
rates for grassroots music 
venues, recognising their vital 
community role and financial 
pressures. 

“Unlike many venues across 
Europe, UK venues do not ben¬ 
efit from subsidy from central 
government. The average sub¬ 
sidy across Europe is 42 per 
cent, for France it is 60 per cent. 
This has a consequence of 
putting UK grassroot venues at 


a competitive disadvantage 
when attracting international 
talent.” 

Mr Ken Wright, owner of the 
award-winning Phoenix Artist 
Club off Charing Cross Road, 
highlighted other pressures fac¬ 
ing a number of the West End’s 
small venues. 

“We are of course in Camden 
and have to contend with a late- 
night levy imposed on us. 
Across the road in Westminster 
no such levy exists. Soho has a 
48-hour exclusion order in place 
that moves all of their trouble 
across to us in Camden,” said 
Mr Wright. 

“Unless there is a joined-up, 
cross-border policy on policing, 
licensing, noise control and en¬ 
vironmental control, there will 
continue to be disproportionate 
expenses and liabilities im¬ 
posed on venues in one borough 
that neighbouring boroughs es¬ 
cape. 

“I can, through sheer hard 
work and effort, achieve five- 
star hygiene ratings, win nu¬ 
merous awards, employ young 
apprentices and offer free use 
of the venue as a hub for cre- 
atives during the day - but a 
chain coffee shop will be more 
attractive to landlords and 
councils anxious to gentrify an 
area, with no regard to the com¬ 
munity worth of an indepen¬ 
dent venue. 

“I’m afraid I’m rather scepti¬ 
cal of claims by politicians to 
protect and value venues. Put 
simply, money talks and coun¬ 
cils lack either the funds or the 
will to hold landlords and de¬ 
velopers to account. 

“The biggest culprit for the 
death of grassroot venues in 
Central London has been the 
central-government-imposed 
Crossrail, which is of course 
immune from any commitment 
to protect small and medium¬ 
sized enterprises. 

“To sum up my thoughts - 
when all is said and done, there 
will be more said than done.” 


Council blasted 
over ‘worrying’ 
rehoming plan

WESTMINSTER City Council has been 
slammed for “worrying” plans to send the 
borough’s homeless to Coventry and other 
cities in the Midlands. 

The Conservative-led council has an¬ 
nounced plans that would see increasingly 
large numbers of Westminster residents who 
have lost their homes and are in need of tem¬ 
porary accommodation sent to properties in 
the Midlands. 

Furious Labour councillors are fighting a 
move that would mean hundreds being 
forced to take a private rented flat that would 
end any responsibility for Westminster to 
find them a permanent home. 

A spokesman for the Labour councillors 
said: “Rising homelessness in London is 
being driven by soaring rents and house 
prices, a long-term fall in the availability of 
council housing and cuts in government 
housing support. 

“Many homeless families have people who 
are in work or act as carers for elderly rela¬ 
tives and they could be at risk if moved to 
outer London or beyond. 

“The council’s proposals also show no 
recognition of the strength of local connec¬ 
tions when deciding whether to house them 
locally. 

“According to the council’s plans, Coven¬ 
try, Birmingham and Leicester apparently 
‘offer the best opportunities’ for some of 
Westminster’s residents to be rehoused.” 

The Labour members are protesting 


against the council’s aim to acquire 200 new 
private rented properties, which they say 
could see up to 40 per cent of next year’s new 
applicants pushed into accepting a one-time 
offer of a private rented property, thereby 
ending the council’s duty to provide them 
with social housing in the long term. 

“Labour is further dismayed that the cur¬ 
rent plans do not ensure those with a long¬ 
standing local connection be prioritised for 
the right to stay locally compared to others 
in similar need,” said the spokesman. 

“Labour also has demanded a basic com¬ 
mitment that those with care needs, jobs in 
Central London, children at local schools or 
a long-standing local connection must not be 
forced to accept a private rented-sector offer 
that would end any option for Westminster 
to eventually supply them with permanent 
housing. 

Labour group leader Cllr Adam Hug said: 
“This council’s decades-long atrocious 
record on building social and genuinely af¬ 
fordable homes combined with the govern¬ 
ment’s insidious benefit changes have 
created a perfect storm for Westminster res¬ 
idents in desperate need for temporary ac¬ 
commodation. 

“This policy formalises and turbo-charges 
what has happened in recent years where 
Westminster residents in temporary accom¬ 
modation are being sent further and further 
from home. 

“It is essential that Westminster radically 
improves its council-house building plans 
and challenges the divisive government poli¬ 
cies that underpin these worrying plans.” 



‘Artistic response’ to Great War trench 


VISITORS to Guildhall Art 
Gallery's new exhibition in The 
City will walk through an 
"artistic response" to a First 
World War trench to view work 
by young people from the cap¬ 
ital's schools and artist and set 
designer Jane Churchill. 

Echoes Across The Century, 
which runs from March 31 to 
July 16, will promote under¬ 
standing about those who ex¬ 
perienced the First World War 
from behind the scenes by 
telling stories that provide 
glimpses of life through the 
trades, including aircraft de¬ 
sign, saddlery, communication 
and food. 

Working with 17 of The City's 
livery companies, children 
aged between seven and 17 
from 14 schools were led by 
Jane to create artworks for the 
immersive installation at the 
City of London Corporation's 
art gallery. The exhibition, 
which benefited from £99,800 
from the Heritage Lottery 


Fund, forms part of continuing 
events to commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the First 
World War. 

A sky full of planes and cases 
of paper moths act as a memo¬ 
rial to those who died at the 
Front, while apothecaries'cabi¬ 
nets, tobacco tins and cooks' 
matchboxes contain miniature 
worlds, and collaborative col¬ 
lages depict scenes from the 
trenches. 

Jane's own installation. De¬ 
grees Of Separation, exploring 
love, loss, memory and con¬ 
nection, provides the inspiring 
starting point for the whole vi¬ 
sion of the exhibition, as well 
as for the artwork she helped 
the children create. 

Katty Pearce, City of London 
Corporation curator at Guild¬ 
hall Art Gallery, said: "Echoes 
Across the Century will be a 
poignant and moving experi¬ 
ence for visitors to the art 
gallery, essentially, a tribute to 
those killed or seriously in¬ 


jured in the First World War but 
also throwing light on the 
work of tradespeople in a wide 
range of, often, hidden or un¬ 
usual jobs during those years." 

Alison Truphet, project man¬ 
ager at Livery Schools Link, 
said:"l am thrilled with the art¬ 
work that the students have 
created and their enthusiasm 
for this project, which im¬ 
merses people in behind-the- 
scenes stories of the First 
World War. Jane Churchill has 
brought magic to this ambi¬ 
tious exhibition in her own art¬ 
work, as well as the work that 
she has produced with more 
than 200 young people." 

Jane said:"It has been a priv¬ 
ilege to work with such tal¬ 
ented students and meet 
amazing people during this 
project, which brings together 
more than 600 artworks to cre¬ 
ate an imaginary world - part 
set design, part exhibition, 
and part walk-through experi¬ 
ence." 
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Traders’ parking blow 
’could kill off market’

TRADERS at Soho’s Berwick 
Street who are fighting council 
privatisation plans which could 
wreck its colourful character 
have been dealt another blow. 
Now they have lost their park¬ 
ing spaces - to developers. 

Traders’ leaders have 
warned that the move could kill 
the 300-year-old market. 

Despite Westminster City 
Council raking in an extra 
£12 million through parking 
charges and fines, now it has 
taken the traders’ traditional 
spaces away - forcing them to 
pay up to £13 an hour at nearby 
car parks. 

A protest against the loss of 
vital parking has been launched 
by Labour councillor Paul Di- 
moldenberg, who has been 
working closely with the mar¬ 
ket traders in the fight to save 
their spaces. 

He said: “This is another bad 
blow for Berwick Street Mar¬ 
ket at a time when the council’s 
privatisation plans have caused 
so many problems and created 
so much uncertainty. 

“The redevelopment works 
along Berwick Street have 
been causing problems for a

long time, reducing trade 
and putting off customers. 

“Now the loss of parking 
will hit the market traders 
hard. 

“Westminster Council is 
just standing by and has offered 
no help with parking despite 
making £12 million more this 
year and expecting the same 
next year. 

“Surely the council could 
make available a few parking 
spaces for market traders’ vans? 

“Berwick Street traders have 
for many years parked their

placement parking spaces for 
traders. This is despite the 
£12 million extra parking rev¬ 
enue.” 

Cllr Dimoldenberg said offi¬ 
cers from the authority had told 
councillors: “There will be an es¬ 
timated £12 million increase in 
parking income during the 2016- 
17 financial year when compared 
with 2015-16. 

“Of this increase we had bud¬ 
geted for a £4 million increase 
following changes made to how 
we charge for parking suspen¬ 
sions and increases in paid-for 
parking charges.” 

The breakdown of the increase 
in income is as follows: 

• £5.7 million from parking sus¬ 
pensions; 

• £3.8 million from paid-for 
parking charges; 

• £2.4 million due to a higher- 
than-anticipated increase in 
penalty charge notices. 

The council says: “While park¬ 
ing income has tended to be fairly 
volatile over the years, we are an¬ 
ticipating that we will maintain 
this level of income in 2017-18.” 

Traders at the market, one of 
the oldest in London and dating 
back to 1778, are already uneasy 
about their future as Westminster 
City Council wants to “privatise” 
the market by bringing in a com¬ 
mercial operator as the stallhold¬ 
ers’ landlord, following a 
tendering process that opened last 
year. 

The traders have responded by 
launching a campaign to keep 
Berwick Street Market indepen¬ 
dent as they fear that as rents go 
up, the market will be trans¬ 
formed and the street will lose its 
distinctive identity as longstand¬ 
ing independent businesses are re¬ 
placed by coffee bars and retail 
chains. 

Robin Smith, owner of Soho 
Dairy and chairman of the 
Berwick Street Traders Society, 
said: “Street markets provide in¬ 
creasingly important community 
services. 

“Our market is a vital piece of 
the social-economic infrastructure 
of Soho. 

“But unfortunately councils 
can be slow to change and in the 
time it takes to fully appreciate 
what they are losing, it is lost. 

“The loss of parking for fresh 
fruit and veg traders makes it im¬ 
possible to operate in urban cen¬ 
tres and could be terminal for 
Berwick Street Market.” 

The market traders are being 
supported by national treasure 
Joanna Lumley, who turned on 
the Berwick Street lights at 
Christmas. 

“If we lose places like Berwick 
Street Market we lose the heart of 
London,” she said. 

“We lose the reason that Lon¬ 
doners love London and want to 
live here. 

“And people who visit want to 
see the real London - not smart 
new glass buildings and another 
branch of Starbucks but a street 
that’s been trading as a market for 
300 years. That’s the kind of his¬ 
tory that people want.”

L AST week the bean counters at the ONS revealed the 
economy continued to grow at the end of 2016. This 
was good news, but I have a feeling that it’s not going 
to be all sunshine and roses over the next couple of years, 
which will mean that entrepreneurs will have to step up 
to the crease again and bat for their country. 

During the last recession entrepreneurs proved their 
worth to the UK, with the number of private businesses 
rocketing as individuals threatened by or impacted by the 
contracting economy deciding to go it alone. 

In 2016 there were 5.5 million private businesses, up 
97,000 on the year before. More than 99 percent of these 
are SMEs and the economic backbone of the UK. What we 
need to do is continue to add to those numbers with more 
sole-traders and micro-businesses that can boost the re¬ 
silience and diversity of our economy. 

Being your own boss is a tempting ideal and there’s a 
number of different reasons why you’d want to take the 
leap into self-employment. After all, who doesn’t want to 
work for themselves, make their own rules and then reap 
the rewards when the hard work pays off? 

Our nation seems to agree. A survey by FreeAgent - 
which provides cloud accounting software to freelancers, 
micro-businesses and their accountants - has revealed 
that one in 10 working Brits aim to start their own busi¬ 
ness within the year. 

There are 3L76 million people currently working in the 
UK, according to ONS statistics released in December, that 
means 3.2 million more Brits are expected to become their 
own boss by 2018, despite the future financial uncertainty 
of the economy. 

The survey also highlighted the trend in ‘young- 
preneurs’, with 67 percent, the largest percentage of the 
age ranges surveyed, of 18-24-year-olds planning to become 
their own boss at some point. 

This is the sort of news we want to hear and proves how 
entrepreneurial this country is. Starting a business in the 
good times is great, but the best entrepreneurs are those 
that kick off their enterprise in a challenging environment 
and go on to achieve great success. 

When I started Pimlico Plumbers in 1979 the country 
was at another cross roads after a decade of economic dis¬ 
asters, and it proved the best time to be entrepreneurial. 

And, for me, it worked out, but for a lot of small firms 
the results aren’t the same as they fail to get over the first 
hurdle. Around half of new businesses go to the wall in 
the first five years. There are, of course, many reasons for 
this, from bad ideas to bad management, but a lot of the 
time it’s down to a lack of experience. 

And, as an experienced new entrepreneur is a contra¬ 
diction in terms, it’s important that those who have been 
there and done it share their expertise and how they 
earned the scars on their backs. 

A rewarding part of being a successful entrepreneur is 
the power to give someone help and advice. On the flip- 
side, going it alone doesn’t mean that you can’t ask for 
help if you need it. 

I regularly get tweets, calls and messages from people 
who say I, or what has been achieved at Pimlico Plumbers, 
has inspired them in some way. 

Most recently, I received possibly the most moving yet 
from a lady in New Zealand whose small gas and plumbing 
business was left on the brink after a big commercial 
client went under owing them hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

Using Pimlico Plumbers as inspiration, the firm in¬ 
creased its domestic work, developed a new strategic plan, 
based on how I do things in the UK, and kitted staff out in 
new uniforms and new attitude. 

Just 18 months later they are turning a profit again and 
getting positive reviews for their work. 

I was very proud that my approach to business, and the 
plumbing industry, has helped another company and 
proves the power of entrepreneurialism can travel around 
the world. 

I hope that as we embark on the next step of the journey 
into the economic unknown that other entrepreneurs can 
encourage new business owners towards success and help 
maintain the role of SMEs at the heart of British com¬ 
merce.

Khan: PM’s policy will 
put future generations 
of Londoners in peril

BREXIT-MOANER Sadiq Kh¬ 
an has claimed that Prime 
Minister Theresa May’s hard¬ 
line policy will wreck the fu¬ 
ture of Londoners’ children’s 
children. 

The mayor of London has 
complained that Mrs May’s 
hard Brexit will “rip Britain 
apart” and will put future 
generations “in peril”. 

Speaking at a summit in 
Davos, Switzerland, Mr Khan 
called on businesses and or¬ 
ganisations across Europe to 
make the case to their politi¬ 
cal leaders for a Brexit deal 
that works for both the UK 
and the EU. 

“On his first visit to the 
World Economic Forum, 
Sadiq took his message to the 
world’s top business leaders 
and politicians that London 
remains open for business 
and a key destination for in¬ 
vestment, despite the referen¬ 
dum result,” said the mayor’s 
spokesman. 

During his visit, the gre¬ 
garious mayor met with King 
Phillipe of Belgium, the 
Prime Minister of Sweden, 
the Prime Minister of Nor¬ 
way, the chief executive of 
Siemens, and the president 
and chief executive of Hitachi 
to discuss global investment 
opportunities for London. 


Banging his drum for Lon¬ 
don, the mayor said: “I’m con¬ 
fident that London will re¬ 
main as Europe’s leading 
business hub. London is, and 
will always continue to be, 
open. 

“Despite Brexit, London 
will always remain a Euro¬ 
pean city - the cultural, so¬ 
cial and economic capital of 
Europe.” 

On the prospect of leaving 
the single market, Mr Khan 
said: “Securing privileged ac¬ 
cess to the single market 
must be the top priority for 
the negotiations. 

“It’s critical for London. 
Nothing else will do. It can’t 
be brushed aside. 

“A hard-line approach to 
Brexit could rip Britain 
apart. 

“And if we continue on this 
path - towards a ‘Hard 
Brexit’ - we risk having to 
explain to future generations 
why we knowingly put their 
economy, their prosperity 
and their place on the world 
stage in such peril.” 

On calling on businesses 
and organisations across Eu¬ 
rope to make the case to their 
political leaders for a work¬ 
able Brexit deal, he said: “A 
‘Hard Brexit’ would cut Eu¬ 
rope off from its only truly 
global financial centre. This 
would be bad news for Eu¬ 
rope as well as Britain. So a 


‘Hard Brexit’ really would be 
a lose-lose situation. 

“Tell your political leaders 
that a ‘Hard Brexit’ deal is 
not in the best interests of 
your company. This won’t be 
easy. But I’m confident that 
despite the Prime Minister’s 
rhetoric, there is still a sen¬ 
sible deal to be done.” 

Warning Europe about the 
consequences of people 
across the world feeling left 
behind or sidelined, he said: 
“Many people who voted to 
leave the EU did so because 
of unease about the change 
they’ve experienced in recent 
decades. 

“This economic and social 
divide is not unique to 
Britain. We see it in the grow¬ 
ing strength of populism. And 
without a concerted response 
it will spread further. 

“My warning is this: if 
many of your countries held 
an EU referendum tomorrow, 
it could go the same way as 
ours. This is an existential 
threat to the EU - that we 
must combat together. 

“One of the most crucial 
tasks for us now is to take 
proactive steps to build 
stronger and more integrated 
communities - and to ensure 
that everyone benefits from 
our globalized economy. 

“The alternative is divi¬ 
sion, protectionism and iso¬ 
lationism.”

I F there is one issue that dominates the 
pages of the London Weekly News more 
than any other, it is the capital’s toxic air. 

Every week, it seems, we report on yet more 
shocking statistics about the poisonous smog 
we are all unwittingly sucking up on a daily 
basis. And we make no apology for tackling 
the subject once again in today’s edition. 

As he approaches the end of his first year in 
office, Sadiq Khan has on several issues failed 
to live up to the bluster of his own election 
rhetoric. But on the topic of air quality, his 
efforts should be applauded. 

The announcement last week that experts 
will carry out ‘air quality audits’ at 50 of 
London’s most polluted schools - where 
nitrogen dioxide levels vastly exceed legal 
limits - is a welcome step towards protecting 
our children from the so-called silent killer. 

Such is the urgency of the crisis gripping 
our city, we all want to find the perfect 
solution immediately. 

We should recognise, however, that cleaning 
up the capital’s filthy air is not a problem that 
one mayor can solve with the swish of a pen. 

It requires legislative direction from a 
government committed to the cause, including 
further devolution of powers for London to go 
above and beyond other parts of the country to 
confront the beast in our own back yard. 

More than anything else, though, 
detoxifying our dirty air - and, for that 
matter, facing up to the worldwide 
environmental apocalypse - demands a 
massive cultural shift in the way we all go 
about our daily lives. We have gone past the 
point where it is enough to simply recycle the 
odd beer can here and there or even to vote for 
the political party that makes the best case for 
going green. 

It is up to each and every one of us to show 
that we care about our air and condemn our 
indulgent and destructive ways to the history 
books.

Designer dogs 

THE RSPCA is starting to 
see the effects of soaring 
demand for a number of 
‘designer’ breeds, such as 
pugs and French bulldogs. 

In 2016 alone, the RSPCA 
rescued a number of these 


dogs who had been 
abandoned, seemingly 
unwanted. 

We were called late at 
night on March 18 after a 
member of the public found 
a pug collapsed in a blanket 
in the street in north west 
London. 

The poor dog, Petunia, 
who was found curled up in 
a blanket where she’d been 
dumped, was rushed to 
Putney Animal Hospital 
with an infected, ulcerated 
eye and severe ear 
infections. She was treated 
but a week later vets made 
the difficult decision to put 
her to sleep to end her 
suffering. 

Petunia was scanned and 
found to have an Irish 
Kennel Club microchip, 
which was not registered so 
an owner could not be 
traced. 

There is huge demand for 
certain breeds of dogs that 
have been popularised and 
glamorised by celebrities, 
social media and popular 
culture. 

We are seeing a huge 
increase in the number of 
people buying pugs and 
French bulldogs and now 
the RSPCA is starting to see 
that trend first-hand. 

Unfortunately, as 
responsible and reputable 
breeders of these types of 
dogs cannot keep up with 
demand, underground 
breeders and traders are 
filling the gap in the market 
and are offering buyers the 
chance to buy puppies at 
cheaper prices and without 
waiting lists - often with 
disastrous consequences. 

This is the price of poor 
puppy breeding - consumers 
faced with sick and dying 
puppies who need expensive 
veterinary treatment or 
lifelong behavioural 
support; a surge in these 
breeds coming into the care 
of rescue centres and 
charities from people who 
did not do their research 
before taking on a dog that 
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your letters and emails 


requires a lot of time and 
commitment; and an 
increase in the number of 
these breeds being 
abandoned either because, 
as puppies, they didn’t sell 
or became poorly, or as 
breeding stock they 
couldn’t produce litters 
anymore. 

Once again, 

organisations such as the 
RSPCA are left picking up 
the pieces, and the animals 
are paying the ultimate 
price - often with their 
lives.

Pay inequality 

HERE in the UK, wages have 
fallen by more than 10.4 per 
cent over the last six years;

However, it is young 
workers who have seen the 
biggest decline, with those 
between 18 and 24 years of 
age suffering a whopping 16 
per cent drop in pay. 

To put this in perspective, 
the collapse in UK wages is 
equalled only by Greece. The 
only reason that family 
income hasn’t felt the full 
impact is mainly due to in¬ 
work benefits and some 
slight tax alterations, which 
have gone some way towards 
softening the blow to a drop 
of around seven per cent. 

Not all of us have taken 
the pain, though. The 
average UK wage is now 
£26,500, but the top CEO 
wage is £4.3 million, making 
the UK the most unequal 
society in the, whilst our 
public services and NHS are 
stripped to the bone.

LAST August a fire ripped 
through Shepherds Court in 
Shepherd’s Bush, an 18- 
storey block of flats 
overlooking Shepherd’s 
Bush Green. 26 families 
were moved out owing to 
fire and water damage; four 
lost most of their 
possessions. 

Luckily nobody was 
badly hurt, but the London 
Fire Brigade said it could 
have been much worse in 



terms of injury and even 
loss of life. 

We now know that the 
easily preventable cause 
was a faulty Whirlpool 
tumble dryer. 

Following the fire I 
launched a petition calling 
on the Government to urge 
Whirlpool UK to change 
their safety advice to 
consumers, as 
recommended by the 
London Fire Brigade, and 
to implement a full product 
recall of the faulty 
machines. 

In the meantime I want 
Whirlpool to stop telling 
people they can use the 
dryers. 

I hope my petition will 
raise awareness of this 
issue, as many of the five 
million owners of these 
dryers don’t know they are 
dangerous, and put 
pressure on the 
Government and Whirlpool 
to take appropriate action. 

Depending on how many 
people sign, we can force 
the Government to respond 
or get a debate in 
Parliament.

Harefield Hospitals Charity and 
the Harefield Heart Science Cen¬ 
tre. 

Sir Magdi established heart 
transplantation in the UK 
through the Harefield transplan¬ 
tation programme, and pio¬ 
neered several transformative 
techniques in the field. In 1983, 
the UK’s first combined heart 
and lung transplant was per¬ 
formed under his direction. 

Another of his remarkable 
achievements was establishing 
the Ross Procedure, a heart op¬ 
eration whereby a diseased aor¬ 
tic valve is replaced with the pa¬ 
tient’s own pulmonary valve. 

One of Sir Magdi’s many pa¬ 
tients is Angela Boyle, of 
Nuneaton. Angela was born in 



Eastcote in 1974 with her great 
arteries the wrong way round. 

When Angela was just months 
old, Sir Magdi performed lifesav¬ 
ing corrective surgery on her 
heart. The operation was a great 
success and appeared on the 
front page of the Daily Express. 

Angela said: “I’m eternally 
grateful to Sir Magdi and all the 
staff at Harefield, and so is my 
husband. I think that, put sim¬ 


ply, without that operation in 
July 1974,1 wouldn’t be here. 

“The words ‘thank you’ aren’t 
enough - we need more brilliant, 
caring doctors like Sir Magdi.” 

Sir Magdi was knighted in 
1992 and was awarded the pres¬ 
tigious Order of Merit in 2014. 
Previous recipients of this award 
have included Mother Theresa 
and Nelson Mandela. The award, 
which is held by only 24 people 
at any one time, recognises Sir 
Magdi’s lifelong dedication to 
heart surgery and all he has 
done to make it more accessible. 

He says of Harefield Hospital: 
“It is such a unique, inspira¬ 
tional place with a special place 
in the hearts of its patients and 
staff.”

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Football clubs are told 
to play fair on staff

PENNY-PINCHING London football clubs 
have been written to by the mayor, telling 
them “it’s not right” that they are not 
paying their staff a fair wage. 

Sadiq Khan has called on the capital’s 
Premier League football clubs to join him 
“in working to make London a Living 
Wage city”. 

The mayor has written to the chairmen 
and owners of Arsenal, Tottenham Hot¬ 
spur, West Ham United and Crystal 
Palace, urging them to set an example for 
other businesses across the capital by 
paying their staff the London Living 
Wage. 

“Only Chelsea - who signed up in 2014 
- pay their employees the London Living 
Wage and Sadiq is calling on other Lon- 
don-based Premier League clubs to join 
the Blues and the other f076 businesses 
that are accredited,” said the mayor’s 
spokesman. 

“This figure is up from 724 the previous 
year and compares with just 27 employers 
who publicly backed the Living Wage in 
2008.” 

The mayor announced in October last 
year an increase in the London Living 
Wage from £9.40 to £9.75. 

“He believes the Living Wage can be a 
win-win for business as it can help re¬ 
cruitment, retention and productivity of 


staff, and makes good commercial sense,” 
said his spokesman. 

“More than 60,000 workers in the city 
now benefit from the increased wage. And 
while the capital accounts for more than 
a third of businesses paying the Living 
Wage in the UK, Sadiq believes London’s 
Premier League clubs can help it go fur¬ 
ther and set an example for other employ¬ 
ers to follow.” 

Mr Khan said: “London is the best city 
in the world but it can’t be right that so 
many hard-working Londoners are strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet and keep up with 
the high cost of living. 

“As the mayor for all Londoners, I am 
determined we create a city of opportu¬ 
nity for everyone, and the London Living 
Wage is a crucial part of challenging low 
pay in the capital. My vision is to make 
London a Living Wage city and that is 
why I am calling on our great city’s Pre¬ 
mier League clubs to join me in making 
that reality. 

“The likes of Arsenal, Spurs, West Ham 
and Crystal Palace are not only top foot¬ 
ball clubs but leading employers in Lon¬ 
don. I’m calling on them to sign up and 
pay their staff the increased rate. 

“It’s a win-win situation: they can im¬ 
prove staff recruitment, retention and 
productivity, while helping me promote 
the London Living Wage across the city.” 

Katherine Chapman, director at the 
Living Wage Foundation, said: “We would 


love to see more Premier League football 
clubs join Chelsea in paying a real Living 
Wage. 

“There are almost 3,000 employers 
signed up across the UK who pay the real 
Living Wage - a third of these in London - 
because they want to reward a fair day’s 
work with a fair day’s pay. 

“Living Wage employers report better 
recruitment, retention and productivity - 
so not only is it good for families, it’s good 
for business and good for London.” 

After discovering sub-contractors hired 
under the former mayor were paid less 
than the London Living Wage, Mr Khan 
recently took action to ensure all staff and 
sub-contractors working within the 
Greater London Authority and its func¬ 
tional bodies are paid the increased capi¬ 
tal rate of £9.75 an hour. 

More than 300 additional employers 
signed up to pay their staff the capital’s 
hourly rate over the last 12 months. 

Since 2011 the London Living Wage has 
increased by 17.5 per cent. 

And over the last year, major brands - 
including the British Library, IKEA, Ma¬ 
jestic Wine, Lloyds TSB and London’s 
Borough Market - have all become ac¬ 
credited as London Living Wage employ¬ 
ers. 


New airbag geared to save lives 
of city cyclists 


THE world's first airbag for 
cyclists has come to Lon¬ 
don and is set to save lives 
and prevent injuries. 

The Swedish invention 
Hovding could dramati¬ 
cally reduce casualties, 
which annually run into 
hundreds across the capi¬ 
tal with its 610,000 daily 
cyclists. 

Safety researchers say 
the gadget is eight times 
safer than a normal cycling 
helmet. 

As more than 400 cy¬ 
clists are seriously injured 
or killed on the roads each 
year, bike shops across the 
city are clamouring to 
stock the new safety gear, 
which is worn like a scarf 
and which inflates in an ac¬ 
cident to give cyclists cru¬ 
cial protection to the head 
and neck. 

"Hovding is the world's 
first airbag for cyclists and 
is the result of intensive re¬ 
search since 2005," said a 
spokesman for the inven¬ 
tors. 

"Through advanced sen¬ 
sors, Hovding can sense 
the cyclist's movement 
patterns and will react in 
case of an accident. The 
unique airbag will then in¬ 
flate, fixate your neck and 
provide the world's best 
shock absorption. 

"The airbag is designed 
like a hood and made in an 



ultra-strong nylon fabric 
that won't rip when 
scraped against the 
ground. 

"The protection is great¬ 
est where it is needed most 
and the airbag provides 
extremely soft and gentle 
shock absorption. 

"The pressure remains 
constant for several sec¬ 
onds, making it able to 
withstand multiple head 
impacts during the same 
accident. 

"Researchers at Stan¬ 
ford University found in a 
study that the thickness 
and stiffness of the Hovd¬ 
ing helmet is'near perfect' 
in terms of protecting 
against concussion and 
head injuries caused by ac¬ 
cidents. 

"They concluded that 
there is an eight-fold re¬ 
duction in the risk of con¬ 
cussion with the Hovding 
airbag compared to tradi¬ 
tional helmets."

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Beatles back in 
Chelsea for 50th

THE Beatles are returning to Chelsea as part of 
a “Peppermania” which is also set to sweep the 
capital as the world’s most-popular band cele¬ 
brates “it was 50 years ago today”. 

Ahead of the 50th anniversary of the release 
of the Sgt Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Club Band 
album and growing speculation that Sir Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney will mark the birthday with a one-off 
London gig, a new exhibition of rare pho¬ 
tographs of The Beatles from that period is to 
open in March on the site where they used to get 
their hair cut. 

Proud Galleries at 161 King’s Road is to pre¬ 
sent The Beatles Unseen: Photographs by David 
Magnus, described as “a moving documentation 
of the legendary band’s phenomenal ascent by 
photographer David Magnus, who bore witness 
to some of their greatest moments”. 

The gallery adds: “This exhibition, featuring 
many previously unseen photographs, is a fasci¬ 
nating and deeply candid insight into The Beat¬ 
les during a historic occasion taken at the 
world-famous EMI Studio 1 in Abbey Road.” 

Proud Galleries now occupies the Chelsea site 
which in 1966 was Dandie Fashions, the boutique 
often frequented by The Beatles. 

The boutique was launched by fashion en¬ 
trepreneurs Freddie Hornik and Alan Holston 
with Guinness heir Tara Browne, the socialite 
who died in a car accident in South Kensington 
and was thought to have inspired John Lennon

on the song A Day In The Life at the end of the 
Sgt Pepper album. 

The Beatles later invested in Dandie Fashions, 
renaming it Apple Tailoring. The premises also 
featured a hairdressing salon when the band 
would go to get their mops topped. 

Beatles biographers say the band were at¬ 
tracted to the King’s Road by the presence of the 
clothing boutiques Dandie, along with Granny 
Takes A Trip and Hung On You. Apple Tailoring 
opened at 161 King’s Road on 23 May 1968, with 
“fifth Beatle”, Apple Corps chief Neil Aspinall, 
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becoming a director and John Lennon and 
George Harrison attending the launch party. 

Now, as this year marks the 50th anniversary 
of the release of Sgt Pepper, the Proud Galleries’ 
Magnus exhibition, which opens on March 16, 
will bring the band back to Chelsea, where the 
album’s famous cover was photographed at 
Michael Cooper’s Chelsea Manor Studios, just off 
the King’s Road in Flood Street. 

“In 1963, at the age of 19, Magnus was invited 
to photograph The Beatles during a concert at 
Stowe School. This early work with the group 
allowed Magnus unprecedented access through¬ 
out their rise to fame, forming an illustrious 
portfolio encompassing many rare and unique 
images,” said a Proud spokesman. 

“Magnus’ close relationship with the band 
and their publicist, Tony Barrow, granted him 
exclusive access to record a pivotal moment in 
their career 50 years ago, when, on the weekend 
of June 24 and 25 1967, The Beatles recorded 
their song All You Need Is Love for the first time 
during a live broadcast for the BBC’s Our 
World, the world’s first live, international, 
satellite television production, which reached 
more than 400 million people worldwide. 

“Magnus documented rare, behind-the-scenes 
footage of this historic event, including wonder¬ 
fully frank photographs of the band relaxing 
backstage away from the recording studio.” 

Speaking of the intensity of the band’s influ¬ 
ence during that time, Magnus said: “As I came 
from the EMI canteen, one of the female studio 
staff stopped me, put a hand on my shoulder 
and said to me ‘I must touch you as you’ve been 
in the same room as The Beatles.’ 

“It was as if I carried an aura from The Beat¬ 
les. This to me sums up Beatlemania.” 

The Proud spokesman said: “This collection 
is a captivating archive of an event that was not 
only a first for The Beatles but a first for the era 
of television, which ignited a social revolution 
and created the universal anthem of its era. 

“Proud Chelsea will showcase a rare and re¬ 
markable collection of this unique photo¬ 
graphic session, revealing the close bond 
between photographer and subject. Magnus’ ex¬ 
tensive archive from this inimitable occasion 
highlights the band’s domineering presence and 
influence within the music industry while re¬ 
flecting the recognition, admiration and excite¬ 
ment that sparked the world over across the last 
five decades.” 

The exhibition is just one of many Beatles 
events and launches expected to mark in Lon¬ 
don the anniversary of what is widely consid¬ 
ered to be rock’s most-seminal and most-famous 
album, which was released on June 11967 as the 
highlight of the Summer of Love. 

Fans are hoping that Sir Paul is set to an¬ 
nounce a special Sgt Pepper At 50 concert at the 
02 for June. Although The Beatles never per¬ 
formed any of the album’s songs live as a band, 
since his resurgence on the rock stage in the 
1990s, Sir Paul has performed in concert many 
tracks written for the album, including She’s 
Leaving Home, Lovely Rita, With A Little Help 


From My Friends, Fixing A Hole, Being For The 
Benefit Of Mr Kite, Getting Better, Penny Lane, 
Strawberry Fields Forever and a seven-minute 
version of the album’s title track which is widely 
reckoned to be the former Beatle’s most rocked- 
up performance. 

In Kensington, a Sgt Pepper commemorative 
concert at the Royal Albert Hall on June 1 has al¬ 
ready sold out. The gig will star the copycat band 
The Bootleg Beatles performing the entire album 
accompanied by the Royal Liverpool Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra. 

EMI’s studios at Abbey Road, where the leg¬ 
endary album was recorded, is also expected to 
stage a star-studded playback of a new, remas¬ 
tered 50th-anniversary edition of Sgt Pepper, 
which fans believe could now feature bonus 
tracks of Penny Lane and Strawberry Fields For¬ 
ever, the songs which were originally intended 
for the Sixties LP but did not feature as the 
record company wanted them for a single and 
The Beatles did not at the time include singles 
on their albums. It is not yet known whether the 
two surviving Beatles, Sir Paul and Ringo Starr, 
will attend the event. 

Meanwhile, Apple Corps, the Beatles company 
headquarters near Harrods, is believed to be 
masterminding a deluge of commemorative re¬ 
leases, including a previously unseen The Mak¬ 
ing Of Sgt Pepper film which is likely to be aired 
on the BBC before being released on DVD. Apple 
is also planning to produce a vast range of new 
Sgt Pepper merchandise including guitar straps, 
mugs, watches, calendars, badges, iPhone cov¬ 
ers, wallets, bracelets and toys. 

A West End premiere is expected for a new 
Beatles film marking the 50th anniversary. It 
Was Fifty Years Ago Today. ..Sgt Pepper And Be¬ 
yond is now in post-production in time for June. 

The film picks up on The Beatles as they end 
their gruelling tour schedule in August 1966 - 
coincidentally following on from Ron Howard’s 
recent Beatles documentary Eight Days A Week - 
to return to Abbey Road to record the landmark 
album. 

Insiders say the film “will journey through 
various solo projects to the release of Strawberry 
Fields Forever /Penny Lane, touching on flower 
power, John Lennon meeting Yoko Ono, LSD, 
meditation and Jimi Hendrix performing the 
album’s title track at The Saville Theatre just 
days after its release. 

“We’re combining first-hand accounts of the 
events that allowed Sgt Pepper to happen with 
rare and unseen footage that we’ve forensically 
unearthed from mainstream archives and pri¬ 
vate collectors. The last days of touring, the exe¬ 
cution of the album and the aftermath that it left 
behind will, I hope, give the audience an inti¬ 
mate sense of the band, the time and the impact 
of this extraordinary album,” said director Alan 
G Parker. 

Among the interviewees featured in the film 
are Hunter Davies (the band’s official biogra¬ 
pher), Pete Best (the band’s original drummer) 
and music manager Simon Napier-Bell.

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Council warning 
after builder is 
fined over noise 


A BUILDER who ignored the 
council’s code of construction 
practice and carried on work¬ 
ing on two Saturdays and a 
bank-holiday Monday has 
been fined. 

Duclei Ferreira pleaded 
guilty on behalf of himself 
and his company to three 
charges of breaching a notice 
served under Section 60 of 
the Control of Pollution Act 
1974. 

The notice was intended to 
control the hours when noisy 
work could be carried out on 
a site in Campden Hill Gar¬ 
dens, W8, which was under¬ 
going conversion and refur¬ 
bishment. 

When he appeared before 
Westminster magistrates, 
Ferreira, of NW6, was fined a 
total of £900 for breaching the 
notice and ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £170. 

His company, Duclei Con¬ 
tractors Ltd of Matrix Road, 


NW6, was fined a total of 
£3,000 and ordered to pay a 
£170 surcharge. 

In addition, Ferreira was 
ordered to pay costs of 
£1,257.75. 

In court, Ferreira apolo¬ 
gised through an interpreter 
for the offences and, in miti¬ 
gation, explained that prob¬ 
lems arose because he had 
employed someone who had 
let him down. 

The court heard that Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea’s noise 
and nuisance officers acted 
after receiving complaints 
from residents and had first 
tried to resolve the issue with 
advice and warnings before 
serving the Section 60 notice. 

However, noisy building 
works were again witnessed 
on a bank holiday in May and 
two Saturdays, one in May 
and one in July. 

“We warned and we ad¬ 
vised,” said Cllr Tim Ahern, 


Kensington and Chelsea’s 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
mental health, “but the out- 
of-hours working continued 
so Mr Ferreira only has him¬ 
self to blame for becoming 
the first to be prosecuted 
under our new regime. 

“I hope the message now 
goes out to contractors that 
ignoring our code of con¬ 
struction practice will have 
consequences.” 

Introduced in April, the 
code means that a tough con¬ 
struction-noise regime now 
operates in Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

The generally permitted 
hours for noisy works no 
longer include any time on a 
Saturday. As before, work is 
not allowed on Sundays. 

The code also includes a 
further set of restricted hours 
for high-impact activities 
such as demolition and con¬ 
crete breaking. 


IT'S official - pupils at schools 
in Kensington and Chelsea 
are top of the class of all of 
London. 

Pupils at schools in the 
royal borough have achieved 
the best GCSE results in the 
capital, according to final per¬ 
formance figures released by 
the Department for Educa¬ 
tion. 

In total, 76 per cent of 
pupils in the borough's sec¬ 
ondary schools achieved 
GCSE grades A* to C in En¬ 
glish and mathematics, the 
best result in London and 
fourth-best nationally. 

The national average for 


maintained schools was 63 
per cent and the average 
for inner London was 65 per 
cent. 

The borough is also ranked 
as one of the best nationally 
and in London for Progress 8 
and Attainment 8 scores. 

Progress 8 measures a 
score against what was the 
expected attainment of the 
pupils compared with their 
prior attainment at primary 
school. 

Attainment 8 is the pupils' 
average achievement across 
these eight subjects: English, 
mathematics, three other En¬ 
glish Baccalaureate (EBacc) 


subjects (sciences, computer 
science, geography, history 
and languages) and three fur¬ 
ther subjects, which can be 
from the range of EBacc sub¬ 
jects, or can be any other 
GCSE or approved high-value 
arts, academic or vocational 
qualification. 

Cllr Emma Will, the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea's cabinet member for 
education, said: "We are well 
known for the high standards 
in our schools and these ta¬ 
bles confirm this. 

"Results like this reflect the 
tremendous amount of hard 
work by teachers and pupils."

Royal borough pupils capital’s best 
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‘Customers to blame’ 
for HSBC branch’s 
impending closure

THE Brompton Road branch of HSBC is to 
close - with bankers blaming their cus¬ 
tomers for it shutting down. 

The Knightsbridge branch is one of 62 
that are to be closed by the bank which 
made £7.6 billion in pre-tax profits in the 
first six months of last year. 

HSBC will shut the Brompton Road 
branch on December 1 

The bank, which this month announced 
that it is planning to move “about 1,000” of 
its 5,000 London staff to Paris when Britain 
leaves the EU, said the closure “reflects a 
change in the way local customers are 
banking”. 

A spokesman said: “The decision to close 
the branch is part of a wider HSBC an¬ 
nouncement to close 62 branches by the 
end of 2017. HSBC has no intention to close 
any further branches in 2017 and this 
marks the end of its branch restructuring 
programme.” 

Francesca McDonagh, HSBC’s head of 
retail banking and wealth management for 
UK and Europe, said: “The way our cus-

tomers bank with us is changing. More cus¬ 
tomers are using mobile and internet bank¬ 
ing than ever before, innovation such as 
Touch and Voice ID has proved extremely 
popular, and fewer people are using 
branches. More than 90 per cent of our in¬ 
teractions with customers are now through 
our digital channels - an increase from 80 
per cent last year. 

“The decision to close these branches en¬ 
sures a more sustainable branch network 
for the future as we continue to invest in 
our digital platforms and our people. We 
will have fewer but better branches, with 
more empowered frontline colleagues using 
a greater range of technology to support 
all our customers’ needs.” 

HSBC is now contacting its customers 


in a bid to persuade them not to switch ac¬ 
counts to banks that are maintaining local 
branches in Knightsbridge. 

“Our priority now is to work with our 
colleagues, our customers and the commu¬ 
nities impacted by the announcement. We 
are contacting customers to explain the de¬ 
cision and help them with alternative ways 
to bank with us,” said the spokesman. We 
will offer customers individual sessions to 
help explain their options or provide help 
in setting up telephone, mobile or internet 
banking.” 

Over the past five years, the number of 
customers using HSBC branches has fallen 
by almost 40 per cent. 

More than 93 per cent of customers’ con¬ 
tact with the bank is now completed via 
the telephone, internet or smartphone and 
97 per cent of cash withdrawals are made 
via an ATM. 

“In order to best support customers, 
HSBC is putting a number of measures in 
place to help, and already has a partnership 
with the Post Office so customers can con¬ 
tinue to carry out their day-to-day banking 
in all 11,600 Post Office locations,” said the 
spokesman. 


£ 107 k boost for project aiming 
to break cycle of reoffending 


THE City of London Corpora¬ 
tion's charitable funder. City 
Bridge Trust, has awarded a 
grant of £107,114 to the Up¬ 
per Room to support its 
UR4Driving project which 
aims to break the cycle of re¬ 
offending and long-term un¬ 
employment among former 
prisoners. 

The Upper Room, which is 
based in Shepherd's Bush, 
works with socially and eco¬ 
nomically disadvantaged peo¬ 
ple from some of the most de¬ 
prived areas of London. The 
UR4Driving project teaches 
ex-offenders to drive in return 
for undertaking 80 hours of 
personal development and 
employability workshops. 

"The project's overall aim is 
to break the cycle of reoffend¬ 
ing and long-term unemploy¬ 
ment among ex-offenders by 
giving them the motivation 
and employability skills nec¬ 
essary to secure and sustain 
employment. This assists their 
reintegration into society and 
helps them to turn their back 
on crime," said a spokesman. 

Since 2010, 147 ex-offend- 
ers have obtained a driving li¬ 
cence. Approximately half 
have either found work or en¬ 
tered into further education 
within nine months of com¬ 
pleting the programme. 

Alison Gowman, chairman 
of the City of London Corpo¬ 
ration's City Bridge Trust Com¬ 
mittee, said: "We are pleased 
to be able to support an or¬ 
ganisation that's changing so 
many lives across London. 
Since the charity began in 
1990 it has grown hugely and 


developed into an organisa¬ 
tion that is providing vital ser¬ 
vices to many ex-offenders 
Londonwide. 

"Its projects - UR4Meals, 
UR4Jobs, and UR4Driving - 
are helping to offer life-chang¬ 
ing services that have helped 
many break out of the cycle of 
reoffending. It is great that we 
are able to help such a worth¬ 
while charity through City 
Bridge Trust". 

Michael Buraimoh, opera¬ 
tions director at the Upper 
Room, said:"We are delighted 
to have been awarded a three- 
year grant for our UR4Driving 
project. UR4Driving improves 
the employability of ex-of¬ 
fenders by giving them the 
motivation and practical skills 
necessary to find employment 
and thus break the cycle of re¬ 
offending and long-term un¬ 
employment. 

"The grant will part-fund 
salary costs on the project as 
well as contribute towards the 
running costs. Apart from 
helping us provide ex-offend- 
ers with the opportunity to 
turn their lives around, the 
City Bridge Trust grant will 
also help us to deliver indirect 
social outcomes to the wider 
society through fewer victims 
of crime.

LWN news editor 
Geoff Baker hits out at 
BAFTA for its 
reported 
treatment 
of the 
Duchess of 
Cambridge 




A ccording to reports 
which sound likely to 
be have been accu¬ 
rate, certain mem¬ 
bers of BAFTA told 
Prince William that 
they would prefer it if he didn’t bring 
the world’s most popular glamorous 
woman to its prize-giving bash next 
month. 

Reportedly, there were fears back- 
stage at Britain’s prize-giving for film 
and TV distinction that if William ar¬ 
rived with the Duchess of Cambridge 
on his arm then that could detract 
from the stars getting the spotlight 
for the cameras. 

Many of us hoped that in response 
William would phone up BAFTA and 
ask for not only a plus-one ticket but 
a whole book of tickets, and arrive 
not only with Kate but also with 
Prince George, Princess Charlotte, 
his Dad and mother-in-law, his 
granny and grandad, Prince Harry 
and Meghan Markle and a brace of 
corgis. 

In fact, if I was Prince William I 
would turn up with the entire House¬ 
hold Cavalry too - just to stick it to 
them. 

And I’d ask my brother to an¬ 
nounce his engagement live on stage 
when the event at the Royal Albert 
Hall is screened on BBC1 on Febru¬ 
ary 12, and see how BAFTA likes that 
for headline-grabbing. 

Of course the Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge will grab all of the photogra¬ 
phers’ attention when she goes, as it 
has now been announced that she 
will, she is massively more popular 
than any mere actor. Of course her 
presence will mean less space in the 
next day’s newspapers for pictures of 
this or that star or starlet almost 
wearing a dress that some designer 
has lent them for free. 

Indeed, I very much hope that Kate 
attends wearing some sort of frock 
like the one that the publicity-hunt¬ 
ing Salma Hayek wore to the Cannes 
Film Festival. 

But I do not believe that BAFTA 
chief Amanda Berry nor any of her 
board were behind this claim of a 
petulant and idiot idea which would 
accomplish nothing other than for 
BAFTA to shoot itself in the foot. 

I suspect that publicists may have 
been behind this allegation and that 
the whole row was about money. 

Whilst the BAFTA awards may as¬ 
pire to be a glittering occasion at 
which the movie and TV industries 
celebrate their finest, what it is in ac¬ 
tuality is a massive stunt for free 
publicity. 

Through BAFTA, the movie busi¬ 
ness gets to effortlessly promote its 
big films. And instead of having to 
pay a huge promotional budget to do, 



BAFTA provides that for free. Not 
only for free, free at the expense of 
the British public, who pay the BBC 
licence fee. 

I know how some publicists think, 
I’ve dealt with them as I used to be 
Sir Paul McCartney’s PR for 15 years 
and I repped The Beatles for nine, I’m 
more than familiar with the tricks, 
smoke and mirrors of this question- 
ably-responsible trade. 

So BATFA represents a godsend 
opportunity if you are publicising a 
film. All you have to do is to get your 
stars to turn up on the red carpet 
wearing something that their moth¬ 
ers wouldn’t let them go out in at 
night and the paparazzi will do the 
rest. If your film happens to win a 
gong, so much the better as it will 
mean more pictures of your artist in 
the paper the next day. 

But newspapers and TV only have 
so much space to dedicate to any oc¬ 
casion and so if Kate is present then, 
obviously, it’s going to be her on the 
front page the next morning and not 
your star. Beyond this denting the 
ego of your star, there is more at 
stake; the more publicity you can get 


for your movie, the more promotion 
it receives, the more people go to see 
it and the more money the film stu¬ 
dio makes. 

Clearly then, the presence of the 
dazzling Kate could cost you money 
as she - and not your artist - gets the 
attention and the majority of the 
media coverage. 

I’d be very careful if I was a luvvie, 
the writing is on the wall for the 
supremacy of celebrity which has 
been the way of modern culture for 
recent decades. 

The late A.A. Gill once wrote a 
brilliantly-prescient essay in The 
Sunday Times Magazine in which he 
forecast that the Age of Celebrity 
would soon pass and the importance 
of its principals would become as 
dust. The Celebrity Age, Gill argued, 
was just a phase like the Stone Age 
and the Iron Age, and that we would 
grow out of it, we will tire of the delu¬ 
sion that celebrities are finer people 
than ourselves. 

Unlike fame, which is accorded to 
those, like my ex-boss, who have 
shown exceptional talent and have 
received great success for the mani¬ 


festation of that talent, celebrity has 
frequently been awarded in recent 
years to those who have no more tal¬ 
ent than my cat. They are lauded just 
because they have managed to get in 
the public eye, often for marrying 
someone with actual talent or for 
wearing some sort of revealing cloth¬ 
ing. We all know the ones. 

It is no great secret that the public 
is beginning to grow weary of 
celebrities. Whilst many of them 
have grown richer and richer for just 
standing there, many of us have 
found it increasingly difficult to earn 
a crust. And we have started to re¬ 
alise that when they open their 
mouths to make the opinions that 
they frequently do, nothing that Ein¬ 
stein would have said comes out. 

Whilst his predecessor seemed at 
times incapable of opening a can of 
beans without being flanked by stars, 
the new most powerful man on the 
planet appears to show a refreshing 
lack of dependency on celebrities. 
President Trump - the man who is 
going to set the world’s agenda for 
the next four years whether we like 
it or not - already appears to be less 
than impressed with their impor¬ 
tance. 

Already, Trump has had a couple 
of swipes at the stars. Just before 
Christmas he Tweeted a clear indica¬ 
tion of whom he would prefer to hang 
out with - “The so-called "A" list 
celebrities are all wanting tixs to the 
inauguration, but look what they did 
for Hillary, NOTHING. I want the 
PEOPLE!” 

Following his inauguration he 
again Tweeted his obvious distain for 
the luvvies when he posted, 
“Watched protests yesterday but was 
under the impression that we just 
had an election! Why didn't these peo¬ 
ple vote? Celebs hurt cause badly.” 

“Celebs hurt cause badly”, now 
there’s a big hint of the way things 
could be heading. The rise of pop¬ 
ulism means the fall of elitism, and 
few are more elite than the stars... 

BAFTA has been busy issuing all 
manner of urgent denials, frantically 
distancing itself from the claims that 
it did not want Kate to steal the lime¬ 
light and now of course it is in a 
pickle. When the Duchess shows up 
against the background that she was 
allegedly not wanted by some quar¬ 
ters, BAFTA executives could be so 
red-faced with embarrassed and pro¬ 
fuse apologies that they will be indis¬ 
tinguishable from the colour of their 
celebrated carpet. 

Celebrities and the entire show- 
business industry may do well to 
heed the fact that unlike Kate, whose 
popularity with the public both here 
and internationally far exceeds that 
of any artist with the possible excep¬ 
tion of a Beatle, their success, wealth 
and standing is entirely predicated 
upon getting the bums of that public 
on seats at their shows - and the pub¬ 
lic can take them down as easily as 
they put them up there. 

However, with this “row” now hov¬ 
ering in the background, it should 
make this year’s BAFTA event com¬ 
pulsive viewing. So it could be ar¬ 
gued that whomever leaked the story 
has actually played a publicity mas¬ 
ter-stroke. 

I’m hoping that, as her comment 
on this awkward matter, Kate will 
not only go, but that she will attend 
with a new attention-grabbing 
hairstyle, wearing stockings and 
with a parrot on her shoulder. 


Decision day 
looming over 
George’s 
education 

DECISIONS, decisions... will the Duke 
and Duchess of Cambridge dig deep 
into the wallet to spend up to more 
than £20,000 to send Prince George 
to school in Kensington or Chelsea, or 
will they save a fortune and send him 
to somewhere free? 

Speculation is rife about where the 
infant prince will first start his school¬ 
ing. Some say he has already been put 
down for Wetherby Prep in Notting 
Hill, the acclaimed institution which 
his father and uncle both attended 
and which is listed in the Good 
Schools Guide of commanding fees of 
£20,595 a year. 

Others are tipping the Cambridges 
to be favouring Wetherby Kensing¬ 
ton, a new school opening in 
Wetherby Gardens in September. And 
others are predicting that the choice 
will be for Faulkner House, a prep 
school for boys aged four to 11, which 
will also be opening at that time, in 
Earls Court. 

Or perhaps Prince William is keen 
on George following his grandfather, 
and study at Hill House School's class¬ 
rooms for children aged four and five, 
in Flood Street, Chelsea? 

Or, and would not this be a turn-up 
for the books, there's also the option 
of an excellent community school, 
Fox Primary in Notting Hill. 

There's no fees at Fox but Ofsted 
rates it an outstanding place. Indeed, 
not only is it outstanding, it is also 
judged to be the best in the land. Fox 
has been ranked the top primary 
school in the country according to the 
Sunday Times Schools Guide and, as an 
additional bonus that any schoolboy 
will welcome, it's "not competitive". 

The guide ranks the highest- 
achieving primary schools based on 
three years of results in the annual 
SATS exams taken by 11 -year-olds. At 
Fox, 73 per cent of children reached 
level five in reading, writing and 
mathematics in 2013, rising to 86 per 
cent in 2014 and 93 per cent in 2015. 

Paul Cotter, the executive head of 
the school, said: "We are not a com¬ 
petitive school. Our success is based 
on teaching the children properly, 
slowly and in depth from reception to 
Year 6." 

"Fox School offers much more than 
excellent academic standards," said a 
spokesman for Kensington and 
Chelsea council, which is very proud 
of the place. "Children grow their own 
food and keep bees and sell honey. 
The school has even produced its 
own cookbook." 

What more could a duchess want? 
Her own four-year-old beekeeper and 
tiny Jamie Oliver. And there's more. 

"There is also a strong emphasis on 
sport and PE. Pupils have represented 
Kensington and Chelsea in the Lon¬ 
don Youth Games in basketball, tag 
rugby and hockey.The school is a ver¬ 
itable hotbed of table-tennis talent 
and its girls team were crowned na¬ 
tional champions in 2014-15,"said the 
spokesman, whose praise was en¬ 
dorsed by Cllr Emma Will, the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and Chelsea's 
cabinet member for education. 

She said: "We are incredibly proud 
of all our primary schools. Therefore, 
it is very pleasing to see Fox Primary 
at the top of this important table. 
Clearly when it comes to ensuring 
pupils receive a first-rate education 
Fox excels. But it does so much more 
to nurture and develop children 
which is why it is thoroughly deserv¬ 
ing of this accolade." 

And doubtless deserving of a 
prince. We shall see.

WHEN Bridget 
Christie arrived 
in south west 
London for the 
first day of her 
drama scholar¬ 
ship at the 
Academy of 
Live and 
Recorded Arts, 
she probably had 
loftier ambitions 
than standing on 
stage at the Edinburgh 
Festival 20 years later, be¬ 
rating her sound man 
while dressed in an elabo¬ 
rate ant costume. 

Back in 1994, as she set 
out on the three-year 
course in Wandsworth, 
Christie harboured 
dreams of a rather more 
illustrious acting career. 

Born in Gloucester to 
Irish parents, her escape 
to London was meant to 
catapult her straight to 
the big time. 

Perhaps it didn’t quite 
turn out the way she 
planned. But two decades 
on and Christie finds her¬ 
self inching towards the 
household-name status as 
one of the most revered fe¬ 
male stand-ups on the cir¬ 
cuit. 

Now in her mid-40s, she 
completed her 12th succes¬ 
sive run at the Edinburgh 
Fringe last summer. 

Her laugh-out-loud 
shows have spanned sub¬ 
jects ranging from her 
five-year stint as a Daily 
Mail gossip hound to the 
17th-century court of King 
Charles II. 

But she revised her lat¬ 
est project at the last 
minute to tackle a topic 
much more commonplace 
in the comedy cannon - 
Brexit. 

Previously titled Mor¬ 
tal, the show was sup¬ 
posed to catalogue 
snippets of her terminal 
decline - all the gory de¬ 
tails, she says, “ageing 
and water massages” - but 
the result of the EU refer¬ 
endum triggered an 11th- 
hour change of heart. 

Out went the horseplay 
and in came the refer¬ 
ences to Brexiteer front¬ 
men Michael Gove and 
Boris Johnson. Because 
You Demanded It, the title 
became. 

“If you didn’t want to 
leave the EU, or you did, 
but now you don’t because 
everything’s gone to s***,” 
she says, “then this is ab¬ 
solutely the show for 
you.” 

Christie has already 
sold out a handful of dates 
for her reprise of the show 
at the Leicester Square 
Theatre, which begins 
tonight. 

It marks a growing ad¬ 
miration for the blossom¬ 



ing stand-up, who has 
been a favourite for years 
among her contempo¬ 
raries. 

While her best work 
has been reserved for the 
stage, Christie has also ap¬ 
peared on the box in sev¬ 
eral guises - Channel 4’s 
award-winning sketch 
show Cardinal Burns, the 
BBC’s panel-show staples 
Have I Got News For You 
and Room 101 as well as a 
host of credits for Radio 4 
favourites The Unbeliev¬ 
able Truth, The News 
Quiz and The Infinite 
Monkey Cage. 

Sling into her reper¬ 
toire a series of regular 
national-newspaper 
columns and a couple of 
celebrated books, and 
Christie is well on the 
way to national-treasure 
territory. 

She still carries her dis¬ 
tinctive Gloucestershire 
twang, and her comedy is 
confident, cutting and 
stylish - but with a child¬ 
like naivety that gives her 
an endearing quality. 

“It’s very exciting for 
me to be performing my 
own show on this stage,” 
she said of her recent per¬ 
formance at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in 
Stratford-upon-Avon. “My 
younger drama-school self 
would not believe this.”

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I NSPIRED by the

BBC Radio X lXtra 
and Asian Network have 
started a drive to encour¬ 
age young people to explore 
issues surrounding their 
mental health. 

“The aim is to get young 
people talking about men¬ 
tal health; to reduce the 
stigma around mental ill¬ 
ness and to raise aware¬ 
ness and understanding of 
mental-health issues that 
affect young people,” said a 
spokesman. 

“Young people will be at 
the heart of My Mind And 
Me, which is why Radio X 
lXtra and Asian Network 
have partnered up with the 
National Citizen Service, 
the UK’s flagship youth-em¬ 
powerment programme for 
16- and 17-year-olds, to cre¬ 
ate a group of social action 
champions.” 

This group of young peo¬ 
ple from across the UK will 
work with the stations to 
help shape the campaign 
throughout the year, offer¬ 
ing their insights, stories 
and experiences, and lead¬ 
ing discussions on the key 
issues around mental 
health. 

Across 2017 on Radio X 
lXtra and Asian Network, 
My Mind And Me will offer 
a platform for listeners to 
discuss their own experi¬ 
ences, and will give guid¬ 
ance and support covering 
all areas of mental well¬ 
being, from dealing with 
stress and pressure around 
exams to self-esteem, confi¬ 
dence and body image, to 
anxiety and depression. 

The campaign follows on 
from Radio l’s work in 
shining a spotlight on 
youth mental health in Oc¬ 
tober 2016, when a mental- 
health category was added 
to Radio 1 Teen Awards - 
the station’s annual cele¬ 
bration honouring inspira¬ 
tional Teen Heroes. 

Radio 1 DJs and Radio 1 
Teen Heroes of 2016 - who 
went above and beyond 
what is expected of them to 
help others - were invited 
to meet the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge at 
their Kensington Palace 
home, where they were 
praised for their inspira¬ 


tional work and being 
crowned Teen Heroes of 
2016 in categories including 
those focused on mental 
health and volunteering. 

Across BBC Radio 1 and 
lXtra Stories, BBC iPlayer 
specials, BBC Radio lXtra 
talks, and a series of News- 
beat reports and documen¬ 
taries, an ambitious 
year-long project will fol¬ 
low a group of young peo¬ 
ple and their mental-health 
journeys. The campaign 
will invite listeners to join 
the conversation and share 
their own personal stories. 


Every month in 2017 
Radio l’s Surgery, pre¬ 
sented by Gemma Cairney 
and Dr Radha, will be an 
hour-long special show fo¬ 
cusing on different aspects 
of mental health: from chal¬ 
lenging perceptions around 
mental health to exploring 
topics ranging from the 
benefits of exercise on 
mental wellbeing, to eating 
disorders and self-harm. 

Ben Cooper, controller, 
Radio X lXtra and Asian 
Network, says: “From 
Prime Ministers to our 
young listeners, we all 
recognise the need to 
change attitudes to mental 
health and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to the BBC’s youth 
radio stations being a force 
for good around this issue 
in the UK.” 

Radio l’s Greg James 
said: “As well as what 
we’re traditionally known 
for, I think it’s incredibly 
important that Radio 1 also 
uses its platform to talk 
about more serious issues 
that affect our listeners, 
like mental health for ex¬ 
ample. 

“I’m proud to work for a 
station that isn’t scared to 
do something different and 
it’s great that our listeners 
trust us to deal with a vari¬ 
ety of issues without patro¬ 
nising them.” 

Oily Alexander said: 

“Our mental health is very 
important. I’m happy that 
Radio 1 and lXtra are shin¬ 
ing a light on these issues 
that affect all of us. We all 


deserve good mental health 
and encouraging people to 
share their experiences is a 
good place to start.” 

Meanwhile, this spring 
the BBC will host a season 
of films on mental health, 
across television, radio and 
online. 

The season includes a 
two-part programme on 
BBC One following a group 
of 10 runners affected by 
mental-health issues as 
they prepare to run the 
2017 Virgin Money London 
Marathon, a Horizon Spe¬ 
cial on BBC Two looking at 


schizophrenia and 
advancements in the treat¬ 
ment of psychoses, a docu¬ 
mentary on stress for BBC 
One and a documentary 
from mental-health cam¬ 
paigner Jack Rooke for 
BBC Three. 

Charlotte Moore, direc¬ 
tor of content, said: “One in 
four of us experience men¬ 
tal-health problems in any 
given year, yet people with 
mental-health issues still 
feel isolated and unable to 
talk about them. I hope this 
season of thought-provok¬ 
ing programmes across the 
BBC will contribute to an 
important national conver¬ 
sation, challenge discrimi¬ 
nation and tackle the 
stigma that continues to 
surround mental health.” 

Alison Kirkham, con¬ 
troller of factual, said: 
“More than ever, people 
are realising the impor¬ 
tance of looking after their 
mental as well as their 
physical health and this 
season of programmes ex¬ 
plores what we can all do 
to look after ourselves and 
support others. 

“From Nick Knowles dis¬ 
covering how sport or exer¬ 
cise can benefit our 
psychological wellbeing to 
Fiona Phillips finding out 
how best to control stress 
levels and BBC Three fo¬ 
cusing specifically on men¬ 
tal-health issues in men, I 
hope that this season of 
programmes will inspire us 
all to think differently 
about our mental health.” 
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O NLY three British bands 
have bagged the honour of 
securing a gold-certified 
debut album in the US over 
the past 10 years. One Di¬ 
rection, you might have guessed. Mum- 
ford & Sons would have been a safe bet. 
But the other ... ? 

The xx, you might be surprised to 
discover, have shifted a dizzying 
2.7 million copies of their two studio 
LPs - and the low-key trio have a 
formidable following the world over. 

The Londoners return with record 
number three this month, accompanied 
by no fewer than seven sold-out shows 
at Brixton’s 02 Academy. 

It’s an astonishing achievement for 
such an unconventional band. Their 
minimalist sound is characterised by 
the breathy vocals and softly-softly in¬ 
strumentation of front-of-stage pairing 
Romy Madley Croft and Oliver Sim. 

But it throbs with the stylish club 
beats of Jamie Smith, showering these 
skeletal songs in a cool afterglow. 

“The record sounds triumphant and 
celebratory,” says Jamie of the band’s 
third album I See You. 

“But the journey we went on and 
what we had to go through to get to this 
point should be acknowledged.” 

I See You is the spoils of four years’ 
hard labour - a record that sees The xx 
performing with new nerve, trans¬ 
parency and clarity. 

It’s overflowing with crisp pop struc¬ 
tures and off-beat crescendos that echo 
a dextrous DJ inching towards a climax 
without ever quite lifting the house 
lights. 

Meanwhile, its lyric sheet moves 
from the danger and hopelessness of 
love to its deliciousness and rapture. 

Electrifying and intense but at the 
same time tender and soft-centred, this 
is the three counterweights of The xx 
starting not just to realise but harness 
their full potential. 

In the four years since the trio’s last 
album, Coexist, Jamie has shot to solo 
stardom with the huge success of his 
2015 LP In Colour. 

Aptly titled, it explored a more lively 
and explosive style than the band’s pre¬ 
viously spider-framed songs - an influ¬ 
ence that is plain to see on I See You. 

“Jamie’s record had a big effect on 
me,” admits Romy. “It was the sense of 
being outside of something you’d been 
involved in. 

“Observing it, I found, made me ap¬ 
preciate what I do a lot more. There 
was so much pride and admiration in 
what Jamie had done ... but it also in¬ 
spired a hunger.” 

Work on I See You began with conver¬ 
sation between Oliver and Romy while 
Jamie was still making In Colour. 

In contrast to their previous albums, 
which were crafted while bunkered 
down in secret studios, the trio trav¬ 
elled to Los Angeles, Texas, New York 
and finally Iceland to put together the 
10 tracks. 

Their experimentation led to new 
sounds and textures - from Oliver’s 
Afrobeat bass to Romy’s more playful 
purr and a terrifically inventive sample

“We’ve always really loved pop and 
for this record we were trying to find 
new ways of doing things,” says Romy. 

“It was terrifying but I think I knew 
it was going to be horrible and I wanted 
that.

The xx were once a lesson in beauti¬ 
ful compression, looking inward, ex¬ 
ploring quietude and subtlety. 

But they are more than that, today. 
Three friends who obsessed together, 
drifted apart and found an invigorated 
new meaning and purpose. 

“It’s about seeing reflections of your¬ 
self in other people,” says Jamie. “It’s 
basically us understanding each other 
better. Being pals again. We went 
through lots of ways of saying that and 
I See You seemed the best.” 

The xx perform at the 02 Academy in 
Brixton between March 8 and 15. Tickets 
have sold out for all dates. The new 
album I See You is out now. 
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Prezzo nets bottom place in 
survey of sustainable seafood 


P REZZO and Itsu restaurants plus 
pub chain Wetherspoon came 
bottom in a survey of sustain¬ 
able seafood on offer at high- 
street eateries. A lack of 
information about the sources of 
seafood is one of the biggest barriers for din¬ 
ers trying to eat seafood sustainably, accord¬ 
ing to the analysis. 

Eleven high-street restaurant chains and 
pubs were assessed, totalling more than 2,000 
branches nationwide, on the sustainability of 
the seafood that features on their menus. 

Cafe Rouge and Bella Italia came out top, 
followed by Harry Ramsden’s, Beefeater, Cote 
Brasserie and Carluccio’s. But Prezzo, 
Wetherspoon and Itsu were at the bottom. 

Researchers from the Marine Conservation 
Society and online restaurant guide Fish2fork 
found that, even when pubs and eateries buy 
seafood that is caught or produced responsi¬ 
bly, it can be difficult for the diner to tell 
which have made the effort to seek out sus¬ 
tainable supplies. 



Wetherspoons and Prezzo both failed to 
make it clear on their menus where their king 
prawns derived. 

Itsu has prawns on its menus but fails even 
to say what type are used. Similarly, Prezzo 
served sea bass but failed to make clear if it 
was farmed or wild. 

But Fish2fork and the MCS were pleased 
that chain pubs and restaurants are increas¬ 
ingly willing to switch to sustainable seafood. 

Of the 11 chain restaurants and pubs as¬ 


sessed, just three failed to meet minimum 
standards of sustainability in the Fish2fork 
assessment criteria, which include the need 
to be transparent about sourcing. 

During the ratings process, six of the 11 
restaurants changed their sourcing practices 
to be more sustainable. 

These included Cafe Rouge and Bella Italia 
which have improved their Fish2fork rating 
over the last year. 

Cafe Rouge now gets a 3.5 blue fish rating 
and Bella Italia three blue fish, making them 
highly sustainable restaurants. 

Tim Glover, managing director of 
Fish2fork, said: “It’s fantastic that some of the 
UK’s most popular restaurants really are 
making an effort to seek out sustainable 
sources of seafood. 

“But we are troubled that it is so often dif¬ 
ficult for diners to know how sustainable a 
restaurant’s seafood is. 

“We would urge restaurants to make a 
greater effort to make it clear on their menus 
where their seafood comes from, though we 
recognise that it can be difficult for them to 
get detailed information from suppliers. 

“Sustainability is a vital ingredient in any 
dish but diners shouldn’t be left to guess 
whether it’s there or not.” 

Samuel Stone, of the MCS, said: “It’s bril¬ 
liant to see so many high-street restaurants 
now seeking more sustainable seafood, yet 
they need to bolster traceability and do more 
to tell their diners about the seafood they are 
serving. 

“When eating out on the high street, diners 
need to know they aren’t going to be consum¬ 
ing seafood that is red rated or listed as endan¬ 
gered. 

“Telling diners where and how seafood has 
been produced and using the various seafood 
ecolabels available is key to this.” 

Tim Doubleday, chief financial officer at Ca¬ 
sual Dining Group which includes Cafe Rouge 
and Bella Italia, said: “We recognise the pro¬ 
found responsibility all restaurant businesses 
have in sourcing fish ethically and sustain¬ 
ably, and as such taking it extremely seri¬ 
ously, striving to be recognised as a leader in 
this area. 

“We have worked hard to scrutinise our 
supply chain, systems and processes to cate¬ 
gorically ensure sustainable sourcing across 
all our brands - Cafe Rouge, Bella Italia, Las 
Iguanas and La Tasca.” 

Other restaurant chains praised for their 
level of seafood sustainability were Harry 
Ramsden’s, Cote Brasserie, Beefeater, Brew¬ 
ers Fayre, Carluccio’s and Eat. 

The chain restaurants were rated according 
to the information on their online menus, 
websites and from what they directly told the 
researchers. 

Fish2fork ratings are on a scale of five red 
fish, the worst, to five blue fish, the best.

Disciplined mustn’t be hit hardest by tax 
on sugary drinks, claims new research 


A "SUGAR tax" on fizzy drinks 
needs to be sufficiently high 
to stop people who only buy 
small sizes being punished the 
most, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Devious supermarkets and 
restaurants will simply offer 
BOGOF or supersize deals to 
encourage customers to buy 
even more sugary drinks if a 
levy is not set at the right 
level, warns the study. 

The government published 
draft legislation last month 
for a tax on sugar-sweetened 
drinks, which is set to begin 
from April next year. The rate 
has yet to be set but health 
campaigners hope the pro¬ 
posed tax will help tackle the 
nation's growing obesity cri¬ 
sis. 

Several cities in the US are 
now considering introducing 
or reviewing their existing 
soda taxes, while other coun¬ 
tries - including France, Hun¬ 
gary and Mexico - have such 
taxes already. Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa are 
also contemplating introduc¬ 
ing so-called sugar taxes. 

The new study models how 
retailers - including super¬ 
markets and restaurants - 
might use different sizes of 
sugary drinks with different 
relative prices to target differ¬ 
ent consumer groups. 

The researchers argue that 
economic welfare would be 
improved if firms could be dis¬ 
suaded from using "value size" 
pricing - such as buy one, get 
one free deals - which in¬ 
volves selling larger-size 
drinks at much lower unit 
prices than smaller sizes. They 
say the economic benefit 


would be in addition to the 
health benefit from reduced 
consumption of harmful sug¬ 
ary drinks. 

The researchers say such 
value-size pricing is excep¬ 
tionally harmful when it leads 
to excessive consumption of 
unhealthy food and drinks, as 
well as exploiting shoppers 
who want to stick to smaller 
sizes for their own health and 
enjoyment. 

They warned that policy¬ 
makers shouldn't underesti¬ 
mate the determination of 
retailers to profitably exploit 
shoppers, and poorly de¬ 
signed measures which don't 
fully take that into account 
can damage rather than im¬ 
prove economic welfare. 

The researchers say their 
findings, published in the 
Journal of Business Research, 
provide further justification 
for introducing a "substantial" 
soft-drinks-industry levy to 
tackle the problem of exces¬ 
sive consumption of sugary 
drinks fuelling obesity. 

Study leader Professor Paul 
Dobson, of the University of 
East Anglia's Norwich Business 
School, said that the drinks in¬ 
dustry is seeking to make any 
tax as low as possible when it 
needs to be high to change 
pricing policy in a meaningful 
way. 

Prof Dobson said: "Our 
paper conveys a really impor¬ 
tant point that is fundamental 
to public policy making in this 
area but which has been en¬ 
tirely overlooked. This is that 
the current basis for interven¬ 
tion to restrict the excessive 
quantity of sugary drinks rests 
entirely on the premise that 


this will be good for the health 
of consumers and a cost sav¬ 
ing to society from reduced 
healthcare costs. 

"However, there are good 
economic reasons as well as 
health reasons to have a sug¬ 
ary-drinks tax as a means to 
curb excessive consumption 
of calorie-laden sugary drinks 
and encourage more efficient 
pricing. 

"A levy needs to be set high 
enough to ensure that the re¬ 
tailers are discouraged from 
imposing a surcharge on 
smaller drinks sizes, which pe¬ 
nalises moderating consump¬ 
tion in order to steer 
consumers towards consum¬ 
ing excessively through rela¬ 
tive discounts and multi-buy 
offers on large drinks sizes." 

He said in a recent example 
of the kind of temptation that 
value-size pricing offers shop¬ 
pers, a leading supermarket 
was selling a sugary fizzy 
drink before Christmas where 
the small-size bottle was more 
than four times more expen¬ 
sive than a multi-pack. 

Prof Dobson said similar in¬ 
centives to go large exist at 
restaurants, fast-food outlets 
and other eateries where for a 
few extra pence customers 
can supersize their sugary 
drinks or have free refills. 

He said: "It is no wonder 
that many consumers feel 
compelled to take advantage 
of the size discount and then 
consequently overconsume. 

"Equally, those consumers 
sticking to the small size can 
feel aggrieved at being pe¬ 
nalised by paying a high price 
for their discipline in restrict¬ 
ing their consumption." 


MARK HIX MBE'S 
RECIPE OF THE WEEK 


Grilled ox liver 
with rhubarb 

Serves 4 



IN my youth, ox liver would be braised unto 
death - or at least, until it started to turn a sickly 
shade of green. 

Slice and grill it like calf's liver, removing any 
sinew - and then it tastes brilliant. 

Ideally you want a smallish liver from a 
younger animal. 

4 or 8 slices from an ox liver, cut about 
V 2 cm thick 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
A little vegetable oil for brushing 
1-2 sticks of rhubarb, trimmed 
120ml cider vinegar 
100ml caster sugar 

For the sauce 

2 shallots, peeled and finely chopped 

A good knob of butter 

I tsp plain flour 

V 2 tsp tomato puree 

100ml red wine 

250ml beef stock 

First make the sauce: melt the butter in a 
thick-bottomed pan and gently cook the 
shallots for two to three minutes, until lightly 
coloured. 

Add the flour and tomato puree and stir well 
over a low heat for a minute. Gradually add the 
red wine, stirring to avoid lumps, and then 
gradually add the beef stock. 

Bring to the boil and simmer very gently for 
about 20 to 25 minutes, giving the occasional 
whisk, until the sauce has reduced by about two 
thirds and thickened. Remove from the heat 
and cover with a lid. 

Cut the rhubarb into 4cm to 5cm lengths, 
then cut them into Vkm-wide sticks and put 
them into a bowl. 

Bring the vinegar to the boil, stir in the sugar 
until melted and bring back to the boil. 

Pour over the rhubarb, cover with clingfilm 
and leave for about an hour or until required. 

To serve, heat a ribbed griddle pan on the 
stove, season the slices of liver on both sides, 
brush the griddle pan with oil and cook the liver 
for one to two minutes on each side, keeping 
them nice and pink. 

Finally, spoon a little of the hot sauce on to 
warmed serving plates, place the liver on top, 
then drain and scatter the rhubarb over. 
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T HE opportunity to work with 
Hollywood royalty doesn’t 
present itself very often, par¬ 
ticularly the chance to per¬ 
form alongside them in a 
multi-award-winning play. 
When Jeremy Irvine learned that Ed Har¬ 
ris would be coming to London to perform 
Sam Shepard’s Buried Child, the actor 
knew immediately that it was a once-in-a- 
lifetime chance to be in the cast beside the 
movie legend. 

After he successfully landed the role as 
the grandson of Harris’ character in the 
production at Trafalgar Studios, Irvine has 
enjoyed a critically acclaimed run, along 
with the all-star cast, and the show has just 
been extended due to popular demand. 

Irvine told me about the play. He said: 
“It’s a dark comedy with a capital D for 
dark and it’s about a family that lives in 
one of the remotest parts of America. 

“These isolated families often fester 
among themselves and this particular fam¬ 
ily has a very dark secret, which has been 
tearing them apart for the last 15 years. 

“When their grandson comes back to 
visit, the secret starts to be revealed.” 

Irvine is best known for leading the cast 
as Albert in the smash hit film adaptation 
of Michael Morpurgo’s War Horse in 201f a 
role which launched his career and which 
catapulted the young actor to worldwide 
stardom. 

He went on to earn widespread critical 
acclaim for his role opposite Dakota Fan¬ 
ning in the independent film Now Is Good, 
which led critics to list him among Holly¬ 
wood’s fastest-rising stars. 

In 2013, he gained a reputation as a 
method actor after losing more than 251b 
and performing his own stunts in the film 
adaptation of The Railway Man. It’s a label 
the 26-year-old is quick to dismiss, how¬ 
ever. 

“That’s a phrase that’s been put on me. 
People have this idea that you stay in char¬ 
acter the whole time. Well, how does that 
work when your mum calls you? It just 
doesn’t but there are times when you want 
to commit, particularly if you’re doing a 
film.” 

Hollywood legend Harris stars as Dodge, 
a decaying former farmer who is choking 
with his resentment towards life. 

His sharp-tongued spouse Halie (Harris’ 
real-life wife Amy Madigan) noisily 
mourns the passing of their son Ansel, 
while their surviving offspring - aggres¬ 
sive amputee Bradley (Gary Shelford) and 
tormented Tilden (Barnaby Kay) - devas- 
tatingly display the manifestations of ear¬ 
lier traumas. 

Irvine is relishing the occasion of per¬ 
forming alongside the stellar cast. 

He said: “Ed is in character from the 
minute he’s in the theatre until the minute 
he’s out of the theatre and when you are 
working with people who are committing 
to that level, you have to up your game and 
make sure that you’re as committed as 
they are.” 

The portrayal of an all-American dys¬ 
functional family feels, at first, perfectly 
acceptable - that is until they are paid a 
visit by Dodge’s grandson Vince (Irvine) 


and his girlfriend Shelley 
(Charlotte Hope), who, 
after a harrowing intro¬ 
duction, ensures the 
true horrors of the 
past become apparent. 

Irvine said: “It’s 
about a family of alco¬ 
holics and my part of 
the play is that you 
can’t escape your past 
and your addictions; he’s 
from a family of alcoholics 
and he’s an alcoholic. 

“He tries to run away to New 
York to get away from that but ends up 
coming back and realises he can never es¬ 
cape his own addictions and his own 
demons. 

“He’s a troubled young soul and, I have 
to say, it takes a couple of hours each night 
to leave him at the theatre and not take 
him home with me. He’s definitely not the 
sort of person you would wish to share a 
flat with.” 

The complex character has a very unre¬ 
stricted onstage meltdown in a scene 
which is visually impressive but is in¬ 
evitably extremely taxing to perform. 

“That was the only bit that we didn’t re¬ 
ally rehearse because, for people who 
haven’t seen the play, I come in and have 
this insane breakdown. There’s only one¬ 
way to do that and that’s to do it for real. 
You don’t want to be doing that in a re¬ 
hearsal room because you’d burn yourself 
out.” 

Buried Child was first presented in San 
Francisco before it transferred to Broad¬ 
way in 1978 and went on to win Shepherd a 
Pulitzer Prize for drama and an Obie 
Award for playwriting. The 1996 Broadway 
production was nominated for five Tony 
Awards including best play. And the cur¬ 
rent production enjoyed a celebrated Off- 
Broadway run with Harris at the helm last 
year before its London transfer. 

Irvine told me the slightly unusual for¬ 
mat of the play has proved immensely pop¬ 
ular with modern audiences in the capital, 
with the action split into bite-size portions. 

“It’s three short acts, so I’ve been de¬ 
scribing it to my mates as being like 
watching a series on Netflix. You watch 
episode one and have a little break and 
then the next episode comes on. Each 
episode is only 40 minutes long so actually 
you don’t feel like you have had to sit 
through something too long.” 

As well as revelling in the theatrical ad¬ 
venture himself, Irvine is adamant that au¬ 
diences should take the opportunity to see 
this extraordinary gathering of talent be¬ 
fore it’s too late. 

He said: “I think this is probably going 
to be a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity to see 
Ed Harris performing Sam Shepherd’s 
work in the West End. 

“It’s never happened before, it may 
never happen again and I really can’t 
stress enough how special that is. Al¬ 
though the subject matter is very dark, it’s 
a comedy and it’s very funny.”

ADAPTING a best¬ 
selling novel for 
the stage is a brave 
move, particularly 
when it also follows 
a hit film, writes 
Nicky Sweetland. 

But Matter Span¬ 
gler has managed 
to capture all of the 
potency of Khaled 
Hosseini’s ac¬ 
claimed story with 
his adaptation of 
The Kite Runner at 
Wyndham’s The¬ 
atre and given 
depth to its com¬ 
plex and extraordi¬ 
nary characters. 

The original 2003 
novel has been pub¬ 
lished in more than 
70 countries, sell¬ 
ing more than 
31.5 million copies 
in 60 different lan¬ 
guages. So the 
heartbreaking 
story is familiar to 
most and is told by 
Amir (Ben Turner), 
a refugee, who 
looks back at the 
events which have 
shaped his life and 
ultimately resulted 
in a need to find ab¬ 
solution. 

Amir is a 
wealthy Phustan 
and his best friend 
Hassan (Andrei 
Costin) is a poor 
Hazaras, who acts 
as a servant to the 
family. The pair 
spend their days 
running around the 
streets of Kabul, 
acting out fantasies 
and flying kites, 
much like any nor¬ 
mal boyhood 
friends, but 
Afghanistan in the 
1970s has a monster 
waiting in the 
wings: war is ap¬ 
proaching. 

With a clever 
take on the narra¬ 
tive, the adult ac¬ 
tors regress to their 
childhood selves, 
rather than using 
child actors to de¬ 
pict the brutality, 
which somehow 
makes the horrific 
events which un¬ 
fold a little more 
palatable. 


Costin’s wide- 
eyed, youthful 
looks assist in the 
deception, while 
Turner’s convinc¬ 
ing transformation 
into a selfish and 
ignorant youth 
forces the audience 
to have some empa¬ 
thy towards the 
otherwise unlike- 
able and spoiled 
adolescent. 

Turner’s perfor¬ 
mance throughout 
is remarkable, 
seamlessly switch¬ 
ing from one emo¬ 
tional episode to 
another and com¬ 
manding the stage 
at all times. His 
supporting cast is 
also excellent, with 
Nicholas Karimi 
suitably hateful as 
the thuggish Assef, 
while Emilio Door- 
gasingh as Baba 
provides the per¬ 
fect mix of pompos¬ 
ity and pride. 

Eerie whistling 
spinners are used 
to make the sound 
of the breeze, while 
kite sails mark 
changes of scene in 
front of a stark 
cityscape. The sim¬ 
plicity of Barney 
George’s design 
means the multi¬ 
faceted fable is 
never inhibited in 
its intent and the 
pace is mostly 
maintained, al¬ 
though some of the 
Act Two dialogue 
could still be 
streamlined fur¬ 
ther to make for a 
shorter running 
time - because at 
two hours and 45 
minutes including 
an interval, the 
show feels too long. 

That said, The 
Kite Runner offers 
a powerful and 
highly charged 
emotional journey 
for theatregoers 
and is a must-see 
show this season.

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T HE rental market in cen¬ 
tral London is showing 
signs of a slowdown 
amid a dip in demand, 
new research suggests. 
Experts believe the tail-off in 
tenant demand coupled with land¬ 
lords looking to other UK cities is 
holding up the market. 

According to property website 
mortgagestrategy.co.uk, the num¬ 
ber of landlords in central London 
who reported a rise in tenant de¬ 
mand over the last three months 
has fallen by almost a third com¬ 
pared to the same time last year. 

The findings suggest tenants are 
looking to move out of the central 
part of the city and into the more 
affordable suburbs, with 40 per 
cent of landlords in the wider 
South East region reporting a rise 
in demand. 

The drop in demand coincides 
with a more conservative ap¬ 
proach from landlords to snapping 
up property in the capital. 

Only five per cent of landlords 
who operate in London said they 
planned to purchase more proper¬ 
ties in the next quarter - the lowest 
of all regions across the UK. 

In contrast, the proportion of

landlords operating in the North 
East who plan to buy in the next 
three months has almost doubled - 
up from 10 per cent this time last 
year to 19 per cent today. 

Similarly, the proportion of 
landlords in Yorkshire with their 
eyes on new property also jumped 
significantly from 10 per cent to 16 
per cent. 

Carolyn Uphill, chair of the Na¬ 
tional Landlords Association, told 
the site that central London was 
becoming too expensive for most 
people, regardless of whether they 
wanted to buy, rent or invest. 

“For many tenants the practical 
solution of moving out of the city 
to more affordable suburbs with 
good transport links is becoming 
increasingly appealing,” she 
added. 

“In turn, it seems that landlords 
have been quick to respond, turn¬ 
ing their backs on the capital and 
looking to other areas where the 
upfront cost of acquiring property 
is lower and the potential yields to 
be had are higher.” 

According to figures from Coun¬ 
trywide, rents in the capital have 
fallen by 2.9 per cent over the past 

year. Five per cent of landlords who operate in London said they planned to purchase more properties in the next quarter

QUEENS Park Rangers’ boss Ian Hol¬ 
loway hopes new signings will kick- 
start his side's Championship 
campaign after Saturday's dismal 
home defeat by relegation-threatened 
Burton Albion, writes Tony McDon¬ 
ald. 

Rangers have already brought in 
Manchester United midfielder Sean 
Goss for a reported £500,000 fee and 
were being strongly linked with Ful¬ 
ham's £lmillion-rated, 6ft 6ins striker 
Matt Smith before LWN Sport went to 
press and the transfer window closes 
tonight. 

Speaking after the 2-1 home loss to 
Burton, who climbed out of the drop 
zone despite having lost seven of 
their previous eight league games, 
'Ollie' said: "I need to bring the right 
sort of people in if I can. We've got lots 
of things spinning at the moment. 
Which way are they going to drop? 
We're not sure yet. 

"But hopefully they'll give me the 
right sort of selection problems so I 
can build a team that can win differ¬ 
ent types of games." 

German-born Goss, 21, did not 
make a first team appearance for 
United, whom he joined from Exeter 
City in the summer of 2012. 

The left-footed midfielder, who has 
signed a three-and-a-half year deal, is 
expected to make his Rangers debut 
at Newcastle United tomorrow night 
(Weds). Introduced to R's fans before 
Saturday's game, Goss said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted that the deal is done - abso¬ 
lutely buzzing. 

“I’m at the point now in my career 
where I need to be playing first team 
football, week in, week out, so the op¬ 
portunity to move to QPR was just 
something I had to pursue. 

“Ian (Holloway) and Les (Ferdi¬ 
nand) had a massive influence on me. 
They told me everything I wanted to 
hear. The way they both spoke about 
QPR, showing such passion for the 
football club, was really special. 

“Now it’s up to me to repay them 
both and everyone else at QPR for 
showing their faith in me.”

Vital week in title race 


Blues brush aside Brentford threat before bigger tests

This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE

CHELSEA cruised into the fifth round 
of the FA Cup on Saturday with a con¬ 
vincing 4-0 win over west London neigh¬ 
bours Brentford. But it’s tonight’s 
crunch Premier League match at Liver¬ 
pool that has been occupying the 
thoughts of the boys from SW6 all week. 

LWN Sport went to press ahead of last 
night’s FA Cup draw but whoever they 
drew will be pushed to one side as Blues 
head up to Anfield to take on fourth 
place Liverpool, who are 10 points be¬ 
hind Antonio Conte’s league leaders. 

Then on Saturday, Arsenal - now 
eight points behind their London rivals 
- arrive at Stamford Bridge for a 
lunchtime top-of-the-table showdown. 

Six points from these two games will 
deal a significant blow to the title aspi¬ 
rations of the chasing sides. 

Certainly head coach Conte is fully 
aware of the significance of this week 
and, mentally at least, is fully focused 
on the task ahead. 

Knowing that Liverpool have lost 
their last three matches at Anfield in all 
competitions, Conte is aware of the 
wounded beast and hopes to prepare his 
team accordingly. 

“I don’t think Liverpool were think¬ 
ing about our upcoming game when 
they lost to Wolves at home in the FA 
Cup on Saturday,” he said. 

“But it happened and I think that loss 
is very important for us. It means we 
have to start this game well and pay 
attention. For sure, Liverpool now is a 
very tough game for us. It has come on 
the back of bad defeats for them and for 
this reason the focus will be very high. 
We must know this, prepare in the right 
way, for sure. It won’t be easy.” 

Conte is surprised by their recent 
poor results. As well as the 2-1 home de¬ 
feat by Wolves, Jurgen Klopp’s Reds 
have lost 1-0 at home in the League Cup 
semi-final to Southampton and, before 
that, went down 3-2 on Merseyside to 
struggling Swansea City in the Premier 
League. 

“That is strange,” he said. “When you 
play at Anfield Road, it’s very difficult 
for opposition teams. Our mission is 
that we will have a great difficulty fac¬ 
ing Liverpool. Because when you arrive 
there after they have had three defeats, 
we know that they will be very angry, 
they will be dangerous.” 

Chelsea lost 2-1 to Liverpool at The 
Bridge in September and then 3-0 away 
to Arsenal a week later. But Conte 
knows that his side is totally different to 
the one that capitulated so easily early 
in the campaign. 

“For sure, that is true,” he said. “If 


you remember after the game we lost 
against Liverpool, I said that Liverpool 
are already a team, Chelsea are not a 
team. I think in the four months since, 
a lot of things have changed in my team 

- we have grown and improved a lot, 
grown in confidence. It will be more dif¬ 
ficult for Liverpool now, in comparison 
to the first game against us.” 

■ ONE man who knows, barring in¬ 
juries, that he won’t be on the pitch for 
the next two crucial matches is goal¬ 
keeper Asmir Begovic. The 29-year-old 
Bosnian, signed from Stoke City for 
£8million in July 2015, might have al¬ 
ready left the club before the transfer 
window closes at the end of today. 

Bournemouth, where he had a three- 
month loan spell in 2007, are favourites 
to sign him but he will only move to the 
south coast if Chelsea have found a suit¬ 
able replacement. Begovic, who is 
putting game-time ahead of winning 
medals at The Bridge, said on Sunday: 
“My future is something that will be 
sorted out over the next couple of days 

- obviously the club will decide. 

“For me, it is about wanting to play. I 
find it very difficult not playing for a 
long time and that’s something that I 
would like to do. If the club would allow 
me to do that, under the right circum¬ 
stances, then that’s what I’ll do. 


“If not, I will continue to work hard 
and support everyone and the team. If 
everyone is happy, then I hope some¬ 
thing gets done but, if not, I have a huge 
respect for the manager and the club. 
They know my feelings and it is nothing 
other than wanting to play. 

“He knows I am desperate to play and 
that’s all it is really. If he can make it 
happen for me, then he will. 

“I hope the team lifts the title and 
maybe I will be part of that. But it is dif¬ 
ficult when you don’t play for a certain 
amount of time and that overrides ev¬ 
erything. I am a footballer, I like to play 
and I came here to challenge myself. I 
have enjoyed everything so far and if I 
am still here, then I will continue to 
work hard and that’s all I can do.” 

Begovic still believes he can compete 
with Thibaut Courtois as first choice 
keeper. 

“Of course,” he said. “Because 
chances to play for top clubs like 
Chelsea don’t come around every day. If 
you don’t believe in yourself and think 
things can happen, then you shouldn’t 
be in this game. I truly believed there 
was a chance and something could hap¬ 
pen and, ultimately, I didn’t get as many 
games as I would have liked. 

“Thibaut is absolutely on fire this 
year and is one of the best goalkeepers 
in the world, I knew that, and I wanted 


to test myself against those guys. I feel 
like I am one of them but, unfortunately, 
no club is big enough to have two really 
good goalkeepers. 

“I am 29-30 in the summer and I feel 
fantastic. I feel in such great shape that 
it would be a waste not to play and show 
people what I can do. I do believe that I 
can play at this level and show everyone 
what I can do, and that remains to be 
seen.” 

Leaving Chelsea will be a wrench but 
he knows that they are in good hands. 

“It is the best squad in the league, for 
sure,” he said. “It is a disposal of riches 
but that is what this club can do and 
have. It is fantastic working with these 
guys on a daily basis. It is pretty awe¬ 
some. I think you need to rotate and not 
having Champions League may have 
helped us to focus a little bit on our 
training and everything else.” 

■WITH Begovic expected to be going 
out the revolving Stamford Bridge door, 
another is heading in and he is de¬ 
lighted to be back. 

Dutch under-21 star Nathan Ake was 
recalled from his loan spell at 
Bournemouth this month and played 
the full 90 minutes in the weekend’s Cup 
win against Brentford.

Martin booed 
by own fans 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM'S on-loan striker Chris 
Martin was booed by his own 
supporters after scoring in 
Sunday's 4-1 FA Cup hammering 
of Hull City at Craven Cottage. 

In the latest bizarre twist to a 
sorry saga, Derby County were 
accused of arrogance after 
announcing on Saturday that 
Martin had signed a newthree- 
and-a-half year contract with 
them... but would remain with 
Fulham until the end of this 
season. 

He might have assumed that 
by scoring Whites'second goal 
to restore their lead in the 54th 
minute, the Fulham faithful 
would cut him some slack, 
especially after he set up Ryan 
Sessegnon for the third. 

But a section of the 15,143 
crowd were having none of it 
and showed their contempt by 
booing the experienced forward, 
who remains the club's top 
scorer this season with 10 goals. 

Fulham will hope Martin 
retains his professional integrity 
as we enter the crucial last three 
months of the campaign - even 
though he knows that any goals 
he scores could potentially dent 
his parent club's chances of 
returning to the Premier League 
and the lucrative TV riches that 
await. Ninth-placed Derby are 
just three points and two 
positions about Whites in the 
table. Could Martin yet face a 
conflict of interests? 

On signing his new deal, he 
said: "'At the start of this season I 
was not in the previous (Derby) 
manager's plans, which is a 
decision that I completely 
understood and respected. 

"'As a result I had the 
opportunity to move to Fulham 
on loan, which gave me the 
chance to play first-team football 
elsewhere. "I am thankful that 
the board only allowed the 
move on a temporary basis, 
because I really didn't want to 
leave Derby and my family is 
settled in the area too. 

"'Derby County is a fantastic 
club with so many things going 
for it and driven desire to reach 
the Premier League. I am very 
happy that the club and the 
manager see me as part of the 
long-term future. I am 
committed to being as 
successful as I possibly can be 
with Derby County.'" 

In the meantime, he must 
continue to do his best for 
Fulham. 

Fulham head coach Slavisa 
Jokanovic appears relaxed about 
developments, saying: "His 
situation is fantastic. He signed a 
new contract, which is great 
news for himself and his family. 
It's probably his highest contract 
but in our situation there is no 
change - he is going to stay with 
us. He showed commitment 
today for working with the club. 

"I understand why Derby like 
this player, they believe the best 
Derby striker is in my dressing 
room. I believe the same. But 
what are we going to do? If they 
want to use him, I have to send 
him back at the end of the 
season. We have an option for 
him to stay for next season and 
in this business, you never 
know." 

On Sunday, Martin was 
replaced in the 83rd minute by 
debutant Thanos Petsos, the 25- 
year-old defensive midfielder on 
loan from Werder Bremen until 
the end of the season. 

■ Stephen Humphrys signed a 
new Fulham contract before 
joining Shrewsbury Town on 
loan until the end of the season. 

The 19-year-old striker's new 
deal ties him to the club until the 
summer of 2019, with an option 
to extend by a further year. 
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
